NARRATIVE 
1. AO: On 10/19/2017 at approximately 1719 hrs while on uniform patrol and driving a marked GPD unit, I heard what appeared to be a 


gunshot coming from SW Archer RD east of SW 34TH ST. 


2. INV: Prior to hearing the gunshot I was in the parking lot of CVS at 3400 SW Archer, I was then approached by a group of protestors 
who just left the Spencer event approached and said they were being heckled by two white males driving a silver in color SUV. 


The group of protesters then went east on SW Archer RD, I then commenced to checking the CVS parking lot for the two white men in the 
Silver SUV that was heckling the protesters. 


About a minute later I heard a gunshot coming from the 3300 block area of SW Archer RD, I then followed the sound and came in contact 
with the same group of protesters that advised me earlier that they were being heckled by two white men in silver SUV. 


According to statements from the group, as they sat at the bus stop the same SUV from earlier pulled up at the bus stop and the two white 
males got out and starting heckling the group again. They also began doing the Nazi salute. At that time both groups started to exchange 
words. 


One of the group members victim) stated that he felt very threatened by the two white men since they were displaying 
Nazi salute and Hitler's verbiage. then advised that he took out his baton and struck the back of the SUV's window hoping the 
two men would go away 


As both men were returning to their vehicle, the group advised that they heard the driver tell the passenger "shoot him". The group then 
fled the scene behind Radio Shack. EB tated as his friends ran after hearing "shoot him"; the two men returned to their vehicle drove 
away then stopped about 30 feet from the bus stop. The passenger then exited the vehicle with a handgun pointed it at oes he 
backed away with his hands up. The white male then fired one shot at ssl male then returned to the vehicle and the vehicle 
headed eastbound on SW Archer road. 


The suspects was identified as two white males slender build with blonde hair, and between 25 to thirty years old.

1. AO: On 10/19/2017 at approximately 1719 hrs while on uniform patrol and driving a marked GPD unit, I heard what appeared to be a 


gunshot coming from SW Archer RD east of SW 34TH ST. 


2. INV: Prior to hearing the gunshot I was in the parking lot of CVS at 3400 SW Archer, I was then approached by a group of protestors 
who just left the Spencer event approached and said they were being heckled by two white males driving a silver in color SUV. 


The group of protesters then went east on SW Archer RD, I then commenced to checking the CVS parking lot for the two white men in the 
Silver SUV that was heckling the protesters. 


About a minute later I heard a gunshot coming from the 3300 block area of SW Archer RD, I then followed the sound and came in contact 
with the same group of protesters that advised me earlier that they were being heckled by two white men in silver SUV. 


According to statements from the group, as they sat at the bus stop the same SUV from earlier pulled up at the bus stop and the two white 


males got out and starting heckling the group again. They also began doing the Nazi salute. At that time both groups started to exchange 
words. 


One of the group members (victim) stated that he felt very threatened by the two white men since they were displaying 
Nazi salute and Hitler's verbiage. then advised that he took out his baton and struck the back of the SUV's window hoping the 


two men would go away 


As both men were returning to their vehicle, the group advised that they heard the driver tell the passenger "shoot him". The group then 
fled the scene behind Radio Shack. Stated as his friends ran after hearing "shoot him"; the two men returned to their vehicle drove 
away then stopped about 30 feet from the bus stop. The passenger then exited the vehicle with a handgun pointed it at BSR as he 
backed away with his hands up. The white male then fired one shot at es male then returned to the vehicle and the vehicle 
headed eastbound on SW Archer road.

Once all occupants were believed to be 
removed from the vehicle, | assisted in executing a cursory search of the vehicle’s interior for any remaining 
occupants. In doing so, | utilized a ballistic shield and approached the vehicle within a four man element while my 
agency issued handgun was pointed at the vehicle. At no time did I interview any of the subjects removed from the 
vehicle, or search the contents of the vehicle. 


Maverick Mears was placed in the backseat of my marked patrol, and relocated to the Marathon gas station (18625 
NW CR 236 / Exit 404 NB SR 93). The additional subjects were also transported to this same location by other ACSO 
units. Upon arriving at this location, we remained with the four subjects and awaited the arrival of GPD 
Investigators.

As the occupants were ordered out of the vehicle, | assisted with handcuffing one of the occupants of the 
suspected vehicle. He was placed in an ASO vehicle and his identity (Colton Fears) was retrieved by myself. | also 
obtained the identification of the other occupants of the suspect vehicle. All occupants were detained and taken to 
the Florida Welcome Center on I75 at the 404 mile marker in order to get off of the busy highway for everyone’s 
safety. At the Welcome center, we waited with the detained subjects until the Gainesville Police Department 
detectives arrived, who brought witnesses to identify the potential suspects, and questioned the suspects.

On 10/19/17, | was supervising the field performance of D/T Helmerson within the scope of the field training 

program. On this date, at approximately 2023 hours, we responded to the area of SR 93 and SW Williston RD to 
attempt to locate a suspect vehicle from an armed disturbance which occurred within the Gainesville city limits 
earlier this date. Upon arrival, we were advised that the vehicle was travelling northbound on SR 93 within Alachua 
County. A short time later, an ACSO unit advised that they e vehicle at approximately MM396 NB SR 93. 
The vehicle was described as a silver Jeep SUV bearing Tx. and a felony traffic stop was ultimately 
effected on the vehicle at approximately MM405 NB SR 93. 


Due to the nature of the original armed disturbance, and the threat potential of firearms within the vehicle, units 
involved in this felony stop displayed their agency issued weapons and pointed them at the vehicle and its 
occupants. The following subjects were called out of the vehicle via clear and loud verbal commands at gunpoint, 
and ultimately detained in handcuffs. Maverick Mears, Colton Fears, William Fears, and Tyler Tenbrink. For the 
purposes of subject resistance regarding the involvement of ACSO Deputies in this incident, “Group Tactics” were 
utilized during the course of this felony stop. 


My individual involvement consisted of making physical contact with the multiple subjects once they had been 
instructed to move to a predesignated area away from the suspect vehicle. At this point, | assisted in taking 
physical control of the subject’s arms and placing them in handcuffs. Once all occupants were believed to be 
removed from the vehicle, | assisted in executing a cursory search of the vehicle’s interior for any remaining 
occupants. In doing so, | utilized a ballistic shield and approached the vehicle within a four man element while my 
agency issued handgun was pointed at the vehicle. At no time did I interview any of the subjects removed from the 
vehicle, or search the contents of the vehicle. 


Maverick Mears was placed in the backseat of my marked patrol, and relocated to the Marathon gas station (18625 
NW CR 236 / Exit 404 NB SR 93). The additional subjects were also transported to this same location by other ACSO 
units. Upon arriving at this location, we remained with the four subjects and awaited the arrival of GPD 
Investigators. 


GPD Investigators arrived to this location, and spoke with the subjects as well as executed a show up identification 
process with various witnesses. Upon Detective Juan DeCastro of the Gainesville Police Department transferring 
probable cause to D/T Helmerson, William and Colton Fears, and Tyler Tenbrink were placed under arrest. These 
three subjects were then transported to the Gainesville Police Department where they were interviewed by GPD.

On 10/19/2017, | was working the SWAT portion of the Free Speech event, at the University of Florida, where Richard 


Spencer came to speak about his political beliefs. Near the conclusion of the event, UPD dispatch announced that 
there had been a drive by shooting, in the area of 3400 SW Archer RD. The incident involved a grey SUV and it had 
fled the area after the shooting. This call was handled by the Gainesville Police Department (GPD) and the vehicle 
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was located unoccupied. At that time, the occupants of the vehicle were not located either. 


Around 8:30 p.m., a second call for the incident came out and ACSO deputies received information that the vehicle 
was in the area of SW Williston RD and SW 34th ST.

| ordered the driver out of the Jeep and I told him to face away from me, while keeping his hands in the air. He 
complied and | noticed that he was wearing a white shirt with kahaki pants. | told the driver to lift his shirt up with 
one arm so that | could see his waist line. This is a tactic used to determine if an individual has a weapon concealed 
in his waist line. He also complied and | told him to turn and face me. The driver complied with this request also 
however, when he turned toward me, | noticed that his shirt tail was still covering his waist line. | then told the 
driver to lift his shirt all the way up and when he did, | saw the grip end of a black semi-automatic handgun sticking 
out of his waist line. | immediately gave the driver a loud verbal command of “Do not reach for that gun,” and "Do 
not move." | was pointing my handgun at the driver while | gave these commands. At this point, we took a tactical 
pause and | asked D/S Diaz to cover this individual with his rifle. Once we had long rifle coverage, | gave the driver 
commands to slowly remove the weapon from his waist by using his right hand. He complied and placed the 
weapon on the ground.

CRIME SCENE INVESTIGATION: On 10/19/17 at 1805 hours I responded to the RTS bus stop near 3315 SW 
Archer Rd (Radio Shack) in reference to an attempted homicide investigation. I made contact with Det. DeCastro 
who advised two groups of people were having a confrontation; one group was in a vehicle and the other was on the 
sidewalk. One victim, a member of the group on the sidewalk, allegedly struck the vehicle with an expandable 
baton. One member of the group in the vehicle allegedly exited the vehicle and fired a single round at the victims 
(the group on the sidewalk). I conducted my investigation and cleared the scene at 1903 hours. 


After returning to the GPD FCL I was contacted by Lt. Fanelli and advised the expandable baton used in the 
incident was located in a trash can at 528 NW 8th Ave (Sunoco Gas Station). I arrived on scene at about 2100 
hours, photographed and collected the expandable baton, and cleared the scene at about 2108 hours. 


PARTICULARS OF CRIME SCENE: The incident took place on the south side of SW Archer Rd at the RTS bus 
stop located near the Radio Shack (3315 SW Archer Rd). SW Archer Rd runs southwest to northeast. The bus stop 
is located on the southeast side of SW Archer Rd on the north side of the parking lot for the Radio Shack and 
consists of a single bench and bus stop sign. A sidewalk runs parallel to SW Archer Rd. The Radio Shack building 
is located southwest of the bus stop; the front faces northwest. The building is rectangular with a reverse "L"- 
shaped section cut out of the front, forming a short northeast facing wall and a longer northwest facing wall. 


A 9mm fired cartridge casing (6111-1) was located in the outside westbound lane of SW Archer Rd, northeast of 
the bus stop. 


Two bullet impact marks (A and A1) were located on the Radio Shack building. Bullet impact "A" was on the 
northwest face of the building and Bullet impact "A1" was on the northeast face. The building facade appeared to 
be made of brick. A projectile jacket fragment (6111-2) was located in the parking lot just north of the building. 


The scene at 528 NW 8th Ave (Sunoco Gas Station) was contained to the trash can located on the west side of the 
building near the air pump. A black expandable baton (6111-4) with a small piece of red tape around the handle 
was on the bottom of the trash can.

On 10/19/17, | was supervising the field performance of D/T Helmerson within the scope of the field training 
program. On this date, at approximately 2023 hours, we responded to the area of SR 93 and SW Williston RD to 
attempt to locate'a suspect vehicle from an armed disturbance which occurred within the Gainesville city limits 
earlier this date. Upon arrival, we were advised that the vehicle was travelling northbound on SR 93 within Alachua 
County. A short time later, an ACSO unit advised that they located the vehicle at approximately MM396 NB SR 93. 
The vehicle was described as a silver Jeep SUV bearing TX) eg and a felony traffic stop was ultimately 
effected on the vehicle at approximately MM405 NB SR 93. - 


Due to the nature of the original armed disturbance, and the threat potential of firearms within the vehicle, units 
involved in this felony stop displayed their agency issued weapons and pointed them at the vehicle and its 
occupants. The following subjects were called out of the vehicle via clear and loud verbal commands at gunpoint, 
and ultimately detained in handcuffs. Maverick Mears, Colton Fears, William Fears, and Tyler Tenbrink. For the 
purposes of subject resistance regarding the involvement of ACSO Deputies in this incident, “Group Tactics” were 
utilized during the course of this felony stop. 


My individual involvement consisted of making physical contact with the multiple subjects once they had been 
instructed to move to a predesignated area away from the suspect vehicle. At this point, | assisted in taking 
physical control of the subject’s arms and placing them in handcuffs. Once all occupants were believed to be 
removed from the vehicle, | assisted in executing a cursory search of the vehicle’s interior for any remaining 
occupants. In doing so, | utilized a ballistic shield and approached the vehicle within a four man element while my 
agency issued handgun was pointed at the vehicle. At no time did | interview any of the subjects removed from the 
vehicle, or search the contents of the vehicle. 


Maverick Mears was placed in the backseat of my marked patrol, and relocated to the Marathon gas station (18625 
NW CR 236 / Exit 404 NB SR 93). The additional subjects were also transported to this same location by other ACSO 
units. Upon arriving at this location, we remained with the four subjects and awaited the arrival of GPD 
Investigators. 


GPD Investigators arrived to this location, and spoke with the subjects as well as executed a show up identification 
process with various witnesses. Upon Detective Juan DeCastro of the Gainesville Police Department transferring 
probable cause to D/T Helmerson, William and Colton Fears, and Tyler Tenbrink were placed under arrest. These 
three subjects were then transported to the Gainesville Police Department where they were interviewed by GPD. 
These subjects were then transported to ACSO-DOJ without incident by Deputies Helmerson and Justin Williams 
where they were booked on the following charges: William and Colton Fears (Homicide - Commit act which could 
cause death), and Tyler Tenbrink (Homicide - Commit act which could cause death, and Possession of a firearm by 
a convicted felon). 


The recipient copy of the vehicle tow receipt was provided to William Fears by me. | submitted the agency copies of 
the vehicle tow receipts to ACSO. This concludes my involvement in this matter.

On 10/19/2017, | was working the SWAT portion of the Free Speech event, at the University of Florida, where Richard 
Spencer came to speak about his political beliefs. Near the conclusion of the event, UPD dispatch announced that 
there had been a drive by shooting, in the area of 3400 SW Archer RD. The incident involved a grey SUV and it had 
fled the area after the shooting. This call was handled by the Gainesville Police Department (GPD) and the vehicle 
was located unoccupied. At that time, the occupants. of the vehicle were not located either. 


Around 8:30 p.m., a second call for the incident came out and ACSO deputies received information that the vehicle 
was in the area of SW Williston RD and SW 34th ST. Multiple deputies responded to this area to attempt to locate 
the vehicle and possibly the suspect(s). The suspect vehicle was a grey Jeep Patriot and it was believed to be at 
one of the Marathon Gas stations near the listed address.

D/S Diaz (ID 789) and | were traveling home from the event and we were both driving northbound on SR 93 
(Interstate 75). At approximately 8:35 p.m. D/S Diaz announced over the radio that he was behind the suspect 
vehicle. He read the tag to ACSO dispatch and confirmed that it was in fact the suspect vehicle, silver Jeep Patriot 
bearing the Texas tag of ll BERNIE | was approximately 2 miles ahead of D/S Diaz and | maneuvered so that I could 
be his back up unit. At the 405 northbound mile.marker (NB MM) of SR 93, | was in position behind D/S Diaz. Due to 
the vehicle being involved in a drive by shooting, | believed that at least one of the occupants was armed with, and 
willing to use a firearm. As a result, D/S Diaz and | conducted a Felony traffic stop. Once D/S Diaz and | activated our 
overhead lights the vehicle pulled to the shoulder of SR 93. | positioned my vehicle in the middle of the slow lane 
with the nose of my vehicle pointing slightly north east. | left my vehicle blocking the slow lane to keep cars from 
attemnting to come around our traffic stop. | then exited my vehicle and pointed my agency issued handgun (Serial 
# i at the vehicle. At this time, | noticed that several other deputies and Officers from other agencies were 
behind D/S Diaz and I. Once we had enough deputies for arrest teams, | took lead in the felony stop and began 
giving announcements via the PA system in vehicle 661. The first command | gave was for all of the occupants of 
| the jeep to place both hands out of the window. | received compliance and four occupants placed their hands out of 
the windows. I then began to remove all of the occupants from the vehicle starting with the driver. 


| ordered the driver out of the Jeep and | told him to face away from me, while keeping his hands in the air. He 
complied and | noticed that he was wearing a white shirt with kahaki pants. | told the driver to lift his shirt up with 
one arm so that | could see his waist line. This is a tactic used to determine if an individual has a weapon concealed 
in his waist line. He also complied and | told him to turn and face me. The driver complied with this request also 
however, when he turned toward me, | noticed that his shirt tail was still covering his waist line. | then told the 
driver to lift his shirt all the way up and when he did, | saw the grip end of a black semi-automatic handgun sticking 
out of his waist line. | immediately gave the driver a loud verbal command of “Do not reach for that gun,” and "Do 
not move." | was pointing my handgun at the driver while | gave these commands. At this point, we took a tactical 
pause and | asked D/S Diaz to cover this individual with his rifle. Once we had long rifle coverage, | gave the driver 
commands to slowly remove the weapon from his waist by using his right hand. He complied and placed the 
weapon on the ground. Once | had cleared the driver’s waist line, | again had him face away from me. | called the 
driver back to my location and an arrest team detained him in a patrol car. 


Once the driver was detained, | began to remove the left rear passenger, in a similar fashion. This subject was 
wearing blue jeans and cowboy boots and he was later identified at Tyler Tenbrink. Tyler exited the vehicle and 
immediately faced away from me. As instructed he lifted his shirt and | verified that Tyler did not have a weapon in 
his waistline. | then had Tyler walk back to the trunk of the vehicle and | requested that he open the trunk so that | 
could see if anyone was hiding in the trunk area. He complied with this request and opened the trunk. | then called 
Tyler back to my location where he was detained by another arrest team and he was taken to a patrol car. | then 
removed the front right passenger in a similar fashion. This individual was wearing a blue shirt and khaki pants. I 

| never learned the identity of this subject. | removed him from the vehicle and had him face away from me. | then 
requested the he lift his shirt to show me his waist line. Once | verified the front right passenger’s waist line was 
clear I called him back to my location. He was then detained by an arrest team and placed into a patrol vehicle. 
Finally | removed the right rear passenger, the same way that | removed the driver, Tyler, and the front right 
passenger. The right rear passenger was not armed and he was also detained by an arrest team. 


After all four known occupants were removed from the vehicle, | continued giving verbal commands to the vehicle 
for a fifth occupant to show me his hands. | received no response from my verbal commands. D/S Williams (ID 1164) 
and | along with a K9 handler from APD and his K9Q partner utilized two ballistic shields as cover and we moved to 
clear the remainder of the vehicle. D/S Williams and | utilized the shields to provide cover for the K9 handler who 
deployed his K9 partner into the Jeep to verify that the vehicle was clear. There was no one else inside the vehicle. 


Once the vehicle was determined to be clear | was no longer needed on scene. | cleared the scene and completed a 
supplement for my involvement the next day. | had no other involvement in this case.

Toward the end of the event, it was announced over the radio that GPD was 
responding to an incident involving the discharge of a firearm at a subject near 3400 SW Archer Rd. There was a 
silver suv involved in the incident that left the scene. | did not respond to the original incident.

On October 19, 2017 I responded to MM 396 in reference to a vehicle that was involved in a shooting that occurred 


at the 3400 block of SW Archer Road and related to the Richard Spencer event. On this date | was off duty travelling 
home when it was announced that the vehicle was being followed. 


As | was headed home, | overheard information given over primary that a silver Jeep Liberty with a Texas tag was 
last seen in the area of SW Williston Road and I75 based on a cell ping. Several night shift deputies responded to 
the area of the Circle K, 3509 SW Williston Road and were unable to locate the vehicle. Seconds later, Deputy Adam 
Diaz requested the vehicle description and tag number over the radio. After provided he announced that he was 
behind the suspect vehicle northbound from MM 396 on 175. He stated that he was going to wait for additional units 
to arrive before activating his emergency lights. 


| overheard the information as | was passing the Phoenix Industrial Park at the 14000 block of NW US 441 and knew 
that | was going to be a closer unit. | announced that | was responding in emergency mode (lights and siren) and 
requested that APD respond also. 


Deputy Diaz provide updates as additional deputies responded from the south. | turned northbound on |75 from MM 
399 in the city of Alachua and APD had two officers ahead of me. Deputy Diaz announced at MM 405 that he was 
going to stop the vehicle presumably to keep them from leaving Alachua County. Deputy Diaz was the lead vehicle 
and we all set up our vehicles to conduct a felony stop as safely as we could on the side of the interstate. My 
unmarked vehicle was behind and to the right of an APD marked patrol car and | deployed with my issued handgun 
pointed at the vehicle. To my left was APD Officer’s Bohannon and Pilgrim. 


Several other deputies from ASO and FHP arrived on scene and assisted. Deputy Diaz ordered the driver to roll 
down all four windows and for all four occupants to place their hands outside of the window.

Your Affiant, DETECTIVE JUAN DeCASTRO (hereinafter referred to as YA), is 
a duly sworn law enforcement officer employed by the GAINESVILLE POLICE 
DEPARTMENT and has been since December 2007. YA successfully completed Basic Law 
Enforcement Training at Santa Fe Community College Institute of Public Safety in Gainesville, 
Florida, Alachua County, Florida. YA served as a patrol field training officer until transferred to 
the Criminal Investigations Division in July of 2012. YA is currently assigned to the Criminal 
Investigation Division of the Gainesville Police Department. YA is experienced in the 
investigation of batteries, burglaries, frauds, robberies, homicides, thefts, sexual batteries and 
other violations of law related to FSS 322, 713, 782, 784, 794, 800, 810, 812, 817, 827, 831, 847 
934. YA attended Crisis Intervention Training (CIT 2009), a covert training school (2010), and 
forensic computer training (BDRA 2013 and IDRA 2014). In May 2013 (& 2014) YA attended 
a technology conference focusing on mobile forensic products used to retrieve data from 
electronic devices. YA participated in a special Internet Crimes Against Children investigation 
course (36hrs) in October 2014 designed to educate the LEO on techniques used to gather 
evidence from the internet and other electronic media. In February 2015, YA attended training 
and became certified as an official XRY forensic examiner for mobile devices. YA attended an 
IACIS two week Basic Computer Forensic Examiner course held in Orlando, Florida on May 4" 
through the 15" of 2015. YA also participated in Trauma Informed Sexual Assault Investigations 
Training in Osceola County Sheriff’s Office in October 2015. YA knows based on training and 
experience that it is common for evidence to be found on electronic devices and that those same 
electronic devices can be used to communicate in many different ways. 


On October 19" 2017 at approximately 1720 hours, VIC (55. J was sitting at the bus 
stop located at 3315 SW Archer Road immediately following the Richard Spencer speaking 
event which occurred nearby on the University of Florida campus. This event was similar to the 
event in Charlottesville, VA which sparked violence causing many to be injured and one death. 
This Gainesville, Florida event had a heavy presence of law enforcement due to the expected 
attendance of the “far right” (white supremacists, fascists, Nazi sympathizers) and “far left” 
(Antifa, Occupy movement, and similar anti-capitalist groups) which were responsible for the 
violence in many cities to include Charlottesville, VA. 

A vehicle containing all three defendants pulled up to victim’s location and the front seat 
passenger (W. Fears) began yelling “Hail Hitler” and other disturbing chants at the victims. The 
victims were with a group of “far left” sympathizers which were carrying Anti-Nazi signs. An 
argument ensued and VIC used a baton to hit the rear window of defendant’s vehicle. 
The VIC (55. I said the vehicle pulled away approximately 10 feet and then quickly stopped. 
DEF (Tenbrink) emerged from the vehicle and produced a handgun. DEF (C. Fears/driver) and 
DEF (W. Fears/front passenger) were yelling at both victims, “I’m going to fucking kill you”. 
DEF (C. Fears) and DEF (W. Fears) were also yelling, “kill them’ and “shoot them” at DEF

An attempt to locate bulletin was immediately distributed to area agencies. The Alachua 
County Sheriffs Office (ACSO) located the suspect vehicle traveling north on I-75 about 20 
miles north of Gainesville, Florida. A traffic stop was conducted on the vehicle and four adult 
male occupants were inside. ACSO Deputy observed a firearm in the vehicle and all four 
occupants were placed into handcuffs for officer safety. 

VICs & were transported to the location of the suspect vehicle traffic stop 
and they positively identified DEF (Tenbrink), Def (C. Fears) and Def (W. Fears) as the subjects 
responsible for the shooting incident back at the bus stop on Archer Road in Gainesville, Florida. 
VIC (GED stated that DEF (Tenbrink) was the person who fired the shot. VIC (EEE also 
stated that Def (W. Fears) to be the subject who emerged from the passenger side window 
yelling at them. It was determined that the fourth occupant (Maverick Mears) of the stopped 
vehicle was not in the vehicle at the time of the original shooting incident. Mears agreed to 
return back to GPD CID for questioning. Post Miranda, DEF (Tenbrink) admitted that he was in 
the suspect vehicle at the time of the incident and that he was the shooter. DEFs (Tenbrink, C. 
Fears & W. Fears) were transported back to GPD CID by ACSO for further questioning. 

Prior to the vehicle being towed, an inventory of the vehicle was conducted. During that 
inventory the following items were located; two handguns, gloves with heavy knuckle, smoke 
grenades, and two-way radios. 

During Post Miranda interviews, DEF (W. Fears) indicated that they travelled from Texas 
to Florida just to attend this event and support Richard Spencer. DEF (W. Fears) also explained 
that he communicates with other supporters via social media group texts and online forums. 
DEF (C. Fears) also indicated that he and the others who were traveling together communicated 
via a Facebook chat while in Gainesville. 

Based on these details, YA has reason to believe the defendants may have communicated via 
electronic device (and/or Facebook) to coordinate and travel to and around Gainesville, Florida 
with the intent to cause harm to individuals attending a public demonstration. 


A preservation letter was sent to Facebook, Inc. requesting the company maintain the requested 
information on their server until a search warrant was obtained. The account number associated 
with the preservation request is 1300001. 


YA believes that obtaining the name, address, e-mail address, date of account creation, IP 
address at account sign-up, logs showing IP address and date stamps for account accesses, the 
contents of private messages in the user’s inbox, sent mail and trash folders, current and deleted 
Facebook, Inc. statuses, stored user files including photos and videos, and current and deleted 
blog content, and check in statuses depicting the users location from September 19742017 
through November 3*” 2017, including posted comments, captions and date/time of uploads, 
may provide items of evidentiary value to the current criminal investigation. 


BASED ON THE FOREGOING, YA has reason to believe and does believe that the 
account in question has contained in the past, and does contain now, certain instrumentalities and 
contraband which constitutes a violation of the laws of the State of Florida, or certain evidence 
which constitutes proof of a violation of the laws of the State of Florida, and based upon the 
foregoing, requests issuance of a search warrant for the above-described business to allow 
seizure of the above-described items. 

WHEREFORE, Your Affiant prays that a search warrant be issued according to 
law commanding YA, and/or the Sheriff and/or Deputy Sheriffs and Officers with the 
Gainesville- Alachua sis Drug Task Force, Florida, or any of their duly constituted Agents, 
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with proper and necessary assistance, including forensic computer analyst experts, to search the 
above-described business for the above-described items, and for the seizure and safekeeping 
thereof, either in the daytime or in the night-time, or on Sunday, as the exigencies of the occasion 
may demand, in order that the evidence may be procured to be used in the prosecution of such 


person or persons unlawfully possessing or using the same in violation of the laws of the State of

Your Affiant, DETECTIVE JUAN DeCASTRO (hereinafter referred to as YA), is 
a duly sworn law enforcement officer employed by the GAINESVILLE POLICE 
DEPARTMENT and has been since December 2007. YA successfully completed Basic Law 
Enforcement Training at Santa Fe Community College Institute of Public Safety in Gainesville, 
Florida, Alachua County, Florida. YA served as a patrol field training officer until transferred to 
the Criminal Investigations Division in July of 2012. YA is currently assigned to the Criminal 
Investigation Division of the Gainesville Police Department. YA is experienced in the 
investigation of batteries, burglaries, frauds, robberies, homicides, thefts, sexual batteries and 
other violations of law related to FSS 322, 713, 782, 784, 794, 800, 810, 812, 817, 827, 831, 847 
934. YA attended Crisis Intervention Training (CIT 2009), a covert training school (2010), and 
forensic computer training (BDRA 2013 and IDRA 2014). In May 2013 (& 2014) YA attended 
a technology conference focusing on mobile forensic products used to retrieve data from 
electronic devices. YA participated in a special Internet Crimes Against Children investigation 
course (36hrs) in October 2014 designed to educate the LEO on techniques used to gather 
evidence from the internet and other electronic media. In February 2015, YA attended training 
and became certified as an official XRY forensic examiner for mobile devices. YA attended an 
IACIS two week Basic Computer Forensic Examiner course held in Orlando, Florida on May 4" 
through the 15" of 2015. YA also participated in Trauma Informed Sexual Assault Investigations 
Training in Osceola County Sheriff’s Office in October 2015. YA knows based on training and 
experience that it is common for evidence to be found on electronic devices and that those same 
electronic devices can be used to communicate in many different ways. 


On October 19" 2017 at approximately 1720 hours, VIC (Eg) was sitting at the bus 
stop located at 3315 SW Archer Road immediately following the Richard Spencer speaking 
event which occurred nearby on the University of Florida campus. This event was similar to the 
event in Charlottesville, VA which sparked violence causing many to be injured and one death. 
This Gainesville, Florida event had a heavy presence of law enforcement due to the expected 
attendance of the “far right” (white supremacists, fascists, Nazi sympathizers) and “far left” 
(Antifa, Occupy movement, and similar anti-capitalist groups) which were responsible for the 
violence in many cities to include Charlottesville, VA. 

A vehicle containing all three defendants pulled up to victim’s location and the front seat 
passenger (W. Fears) began yelling “Hail Hitler” and other disturbing chants at the victims. The 
victims were with a group of “far left” sympathizers which were carrying Anti-Nazi signs. An 
argument ensued and VIC (GED used a baton to hit the rear window of defendant’s vehicle. 
The VIC (Gp said the vehicle pulled away approximately 10 feet and then quickly stopped. 
DEF (Tenbrink) emerged from the vehicle and produced a handgun. DEF (C. Fears/driver) and 
DEF (W. Fears/front passenger) were yelling at both victims, “I’m going to fucking kill you”.

(U) On January 8, 2018, Reagan Watson, Date of Birth 7/14/95, cellular 
phone number 713-557-6664, was interviewed at her residence of 5619 South 
Denham Ridge Lane, Spring, Texas by SA John Bray, HPD/TFO Richard Perkins, 
and HCSO/TFO Courtney Mclaughlin. Also present were her parents, Don 
Watson and Jacinda Watson. After being advised as to the nature of the 
interview, and identity of the interviewing agents, Reagan Watson stated 
the following: 


(U) R. WATSON met a guy named 'Z' in a Facebook group named 'Alt-Right the 
Core;I' or 'Alt-Right the Core II' before her and WILLIAM FEARS starting 
Gating. They connected because they both lived in Houston. R. WATSON went 
to a bar with 'Z' and that is where she met W. FEARS. 'Z' had known W. 
FEARS. R. WATSON and W. FEARS dated for around 3 months over the summer. 


(U) R. WATSON was assaulted by W. FEARS on October 7, 2017. On that night, 
she informed the responding officer that W. FEARS owned guns. W. FEARS had 
an AR-15 Rifle and a Sig Souer. COLTON FEARS purchased the guns and gave 
them to W. FEARS. W. FEARS carried the Sig Souer often, even though he was 
a convicted felon. R. WATSON believed the gun to be a 9mm and light grey 
in color. The AR-15 was kept loaded in his room. R. WATSON never saw W. 
FEARS use smoke bombs/grenades. 


(U) On the night she got assaulted, W. FEARS took her phone after she 
offered it to him in an attempt to get him to leave. R. WATSON then 
purchased a temporary phone, and later purchased a permanent phone. 


(U) W. FEARS has not tried to contact her since the incident on October 7, 
2017. A family friend named Dale LNU was contacted by W. FEARS, or vice 
versa, and Dale told W. FEARS not to contact R. WATSON. R. WATSON left her 
passport at W. FEARS house. C. FEARS did contact her via Facebook and 
asked that she 'please not testify' against his brother. R. WATSON and W. 
FEARS no longer have any mutual friends in common. 


(U) W. FEARS was a controlling person, but never abusive prior to the 
incident that lead to this interview.

(U) R. WATSON stated that many people from the Alt-Right movement in which 
W. FEARS hung out with disliked him for his ‘hair trigger' response. She 
hac no knowledge if there was a relationship with Richard Spencer, or 
direct contact with him. W. FEARS enjoyed Richard Spencer as the focal 
point for the Alt-Right movement and R. WATSON opined that W. FEARS "piagy 
backed' on R. Spencer. W. FEARS enjoyed the media attention he received. 


(U) R. WATSON stated that W. FEARS thought the best thing to happen for 
the Alt-Right movement was if somebody got killed, and W. FEARS wanted tc 
be the martyr.

(U) C. FEARS is the younger brother, and follows his brother. To her 
knowledge, C. FEARS was done Participating in the Alt-Right movement. R. 
WATSON was surprised to hear C. FEARS traveled to Gainesville, Florida for 
the lecture. C. FEARS's girlfriend, Ashli LNU, did not want him involved. 
R. WATSON was shown a Facebook picture of a female named 'Ashli Baker' and 
identified that female as being the girlfriend of C. FEARS. C. FEARS seems 
to be the favorite son of their parents. W. FEARS's father is currently is 
prison for unknown reasons. W. FEARS's step-father is mixed. He is part 
Hispanic and his last name is Martinez, although he doesn't identify as 
Hispanic. W. FEARS's mother is a teacher. 


(U) R. WATSON traveled to Dallas with W. FEARS. His intention was to stop 
a crane from picking up a Confederate Monument. R. WATSON advised him that 
he cannot prevent it from happening and thought most of his ideas were 
ridiculous. 


(U) R. WATSON had no details on W. FEARS's trip to the Charlottesville 
rally, only that he stayed with Sacco Vandal. 


(U) R. WATSON did not have any details on W. FEARS's trip to Gainesville, 
Florida. 


(U) At a rally in Austin, W. FEARS took a megaphone and yelled at people. 
The opposing group found out who he was and released his personal 
information on the internet, like his address. 


(U) W. FEARS had a dislike for Kit O'Connell and talked about violence 
against him. K. O'Connell gave a lecture entitled "Punch a Nazi' in 


Rouston.

(U) R. WATSON identified a picture of an Asian male shown to her as 
MAVERICK MEARS. R. WATSON had seen him before. R. WATSON described M. 
MEARS as driving a black charger and for being half white. R. WATSON 
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Stated after the Hurricane Harvey floods, M. MEARS claimed flood damage on 
his charger and used the money to buy a Military style vehicle. When this 
Giscussion came up, people commented to keep that conversation quiet since 
it would be considered insurance fraud. R. WATSON described W. FEARS and 
M. MEARS as being friends or acquaintances. 


(U) Dustin Allman and his girlfriend hang out with M. MEARS. M. MEARS and 
D. ALLMAN live together. D. Allman's girlfriend's name is Emilie LNU and 
lives at 6011 FM 2920, Spring, Texas. 


(U) R. WATSON was shown a Facebook picture of a female named Samantha} 
Betch. R. WATSON stated she had no knowledge of that female. R. WATSON was 
also asked about the name David Brickman. R. WATSON stated she had no 
knowledge of that person. 


(U) R. WATSON had no knowledge if the Facebook user ‘Rance Mason' was 
operated by W. FEARS. R. WATSON was shown a picture of the Facebook page 
entitled Rance Mason with the name William.Fears.7 in the URL browser bar. 


(U) R. WATSON was shown a picture of 7 males giving a Nazi salute with 
beers in their hand. 


(U) R. WATSON identified the male in the front as 'Z'. He was Polish and 
an associate of W. FEARS. The male at the far left, wearing jeans anda 
dark shirt was JESSE (MILES). He was the cousin of KEN REED. K. REED was 
in the middle of the picture wearing a flannel shirt. She met K. REED 
once. R. WATSON did not know the name of the bald male, who is known to 
writer as JOFFRE J. CROSS III next to J. MILES, but knew he was a 
convicted felon because he told her. He owns a German Sheppard and makes 
his own guns. His vehicle has an extra light, similar to a search light. 
R. WATSON has been to his house before, and has ridden in his vehicle 
before. On the visit to his house, R. WATSON recalls 'Z', W. FEARS, 
herself, the bald guy and his wife/girlfriend to be present. R. WATSON 
Stated that if anybody in the Alt-Right movement was to be sympathetic to 
W. FEARS, it would be the bald guy since he too was a convicted felon. The 
group likes to hang out at dog friendly bars. The picture was taken at Pub 
Fiction. 


(U) Don Watson stated he and his wife would like to be kept up to date 
with any court appearances or relevant information to the safety of R. 
WATSON.

(U) On February 8, 2018, ASHLI RODRIGUEZ, DOB 8/27/89, SSN 4700 
cellular phone 832-600-3919, address of 606 Kimswick Court, Deer Park, 


Texas, was interviewed at her residence by FBI/TFO Courtney McLaughlin and 
SA John Bray. A. RODRIGUEZ’s mother was also present for the interview. 
After TFO C. McLaughlin advised A. RODRIGUEZ as to her identity and 
purpose of the interview, A. RODRIGUEZ stated the following: 


(U) A. RODRIGUEZ and COLTON FEARS have known each other for approximately 
two years. That is the same amount of time that she has known WILLLIAM 
FEARS. W. FEARS got out of prison around the time she and C. FEARS started 
dating. C. FEARS was in a band, but the band broke up before the incident 
in Gainesville, Florida. 


(U) W. FEARS wanted to travel to Gainesville, Florida to listen to Richard 
Spencer speak. W. FEARS wanted C. FEARS to travel to Gainesville with him 
but C. FEARS did not want to go. W. FEARS was able to persuade C. FEARS 
into traveling with him. C. FEARS told A. RODRIGUEZ he felt like he needed 
to go with W. FEARS to keep him from doing anything stupid. C. FEARS was a 
strong follower of W. FEARS and held him at a high regard. A. RODRIGUEZ 
only found out C. FEARS was planning to attend the interview right before 
he left, on Wednesday. W. FEARS knew he had a warrant out for his arrest 
and W. FEARS wanted to go for one last time before he went to prison. 


(U) W. FEARS and C. FEARS drove W. FEARS' vehicle to Florida. A. RODRIGUEZ 
believes TYLER TENBRINK drove with them, because when C. FEARS told her 
they were going, he mentioned they were waiting for someone to get off of 
work before they could leave. She believed the person they were waiting 
for was T. TYLER. 


(U) A. RODRIGUEZ stated C. FEARS doesn't subscribe to White Nationalist 
views/White Supremacist views, but only acts like he does around his 
brother and his brother’s friends. A. RODRIGUEZ stated C. FEARS is just 
trying to impress his brother (W. FEARS). A. RODRIGUEZ thinks W. FEARS got 
his White Nationalist views from his prison time. 
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(U) A. RODRIGUEZ first heard of the arrest from C. FEARS' mother on the 
Friday morning after their arrest. A. RODRIGUEZ advised she was at work 
when she got the call. 


(U) A. RODRIGUEZ stated W. FEARS and C. FEARS both traveled to 
Charlottesville, Virginia. A. RODRIGUEZ advised again, it was W. FEARS 
idea to go and he convinced C. FEARS to go, and it was against her wishes 
for him to go. A. RODIRGUEZ identified a picture of a man holding a flag 
pole in a fighting stance as most likely W. FEARS, and not C. FEARS. A. 
RODIRGUZ identified the same person in the video as most likely W. FEARS 
and not C. FEARS. 


(U) A. RODRIGUEZ and C. FEARS never really hung out with W. FEARS. When 
they did hang out together, W. FEARS would be on-line trolling and causing 
drama. Both FEARS brothers lived with their parents. A. RODRIGUEZ and C. 
FEARS rarely hung out with W. FEARS and his then girlfriend Regan Watson. 
She only met her once, and believed she was into the same ideology as W. 
FEARS. 


(U) A. RODRIGUEZ stated C. FEARS is furious about the recent events. This 
includes C. FEARS letting his brother talk him into going, and the events 
in Gainesville that lead to his arrest. 


(U) A. RODRIGUEZ wasn’t aware of the exact time line of events in 
Gainesville, Florida, but has found police reports on-line and through 
social media. To her understanding, people attacked their vehicle when 
they were there, but there was only three people in the car. According to 
the arrest report, there was four people in the car when they got arrested. 


(U) A. RODRIGUEZ believes C. FEARS owns a gun, but that wasn’t something 
they talked about. She was not aware of a reason why C. FEARS would take a 
gun to Florida. C. FEARS did not carry his gun around with him while they 
were together. A. RODRIGUEZ could not advise if W. FEARS carried a gun or 
owned a gun. 


(U) A. RODRIGUEZ can schedule video chats and has visited C. FEARS in 
prison. 


(U) The FEARS' brothers have one step-sister. 


(U) W. FEARS and C.. FEARS' parents are furious at W. FEARS for getting C. 
FEARS into this mess. 


(U) A. RODRIGUEZ has heard of Samantha Jacops. For the two years she has 
dated C. FEARS, she never met S. Jacops, but once the incident happened, 
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S. Jacops started coming around. She is the sister of a friend that the 
brothers met when they first moved to the area. 


(U) DAVID BRICKMAN is also a friend of both FEARS' brother, but to A. 
RODRIGUEZ’S knowledge is not associated with this same stuff. 


(U) A. RODRIGUEZ has heard the name TYLER TENBRINK but has never met him 
Or MAVERICK MEARS. 


(U) A. RODRIGUEZ believes C. FEARS is a follower of W. FEARS, not R. 
SPENCER. Until this incident, A. RODRIGUEZ did not know who R. SPENCER 
was. She has since looked him up on the internet to learn who he is. She 
does not recall C. FEARS ever talking about R. SPENCER. 


(U) A RODRIGUEZ has ran into W. FEARS once at his parents’ house since 
returning from Florida. W. FEARS did not say anything to A. RODRIGUEZ. 


(U) After the interview was completed, TFO McLaughlin provided A. 
RODRIGUEZ her contact information in case she had any more information 
related to this interview. After departing the residence, A. RODRIGUEZ 
contacted TFO McLaughlin and stated the picture and video that was shown 
to her was definitely W. FEARS.

platforms to learn more about making and repairing guns. 
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Spencer at the rally in Gainesville, Florida. D. ALLMAN asked M. MEARS if 
he wanted to take a road trip and M. MEARS agreed to go. He wanted to get 
out of Houston and enjoys traveling. M. MEARS stated he didn’t know 
anything about the speaker, or the speech that would take place. M. MEARS 
stated he trusted D. ALLMAN. D. ALLMAN was going to work on Richard 
Spencer’s security detail. D. ALLMAN left Houston on Tuesday night and 
provided M. MEARS with no details on who he would be traveling with, nor 
did M. MEARS ask. 


(U) M. MEARS was instructed to ride with WILLIAM FEARS, COLTON FEARS and 
TYLER TENBRINK. They all met at the FEARS brother’s apartment. M. MEARS 
and C. FEARS ran to Walmart before they left for Florida. M. MEARS had 
only met W. FEARS a few times before they left for Florida. M. MEARS first 
met W. FEARS at a bar called Neil’s Bahr in Midtown Houston. The four of 
them, and D, ALLMAN had been communicating on a private Facebook chat 
called ‘Florida Goys Hurricane Spencer’ to coordinate ride sharing and 
intelligence. 


(U) Everybody piled into W. FEARS’ Jeep Patriot and left Houston at 
around 5pm Wednesday night. The topic of conversation on the drive ranged 
from the three complaining about getting threats of ‘doxing’, to the Alt- 
Right trying to change their current image. Each person was on their 
mobile phone which is typical for their generation. They took turns 
sleeping. M. MEARS stated there was no talk of illegal activity, or 
plotting illegal activity on the trip to Florida. M. MEARS stated he 
brought his Glock 19, and placed it into his backpack for the trip, after 
theroughly looking into the gun laws for Florida. C. FEARS brought a Sig 
Sauer. M. MEARS stated C. FEARS does not have a permit to carry a gun. 


(U) They arrived in Gainesville early Thursday morning. They parked near a 
Chick-Fil-A and ate some breakfast. After they ate, they walked to where 
the Richard Spencer lecture would take place. M. MEARS left his gun in his 
backpack, and placed it in the back trunk of the Jeep. 


{U) Upon arriving at the lecture, they were approached by reporters. The 
other 3 spoke with reporters. As this happened, M. MEARS stated he just 
Started to realize the controversy surrounding Richard Spencer. By- 
Standers at the rally were shouting “Nazi”. 


(U} Richard Spencer arrived at the lecture to speak around lpm with 5-10 
people as his security detail. The security detail was giving out tickets 
to get into the lecture. The majority of the people associated with the 
Houston group choose to sit in the first two rows. They were all wearing a 
white polo shirt with khaki pants. M. MEARS and C. FEARS sat in the rear 
middle right the entire time. M. MEARS choose to wear a suit. 
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(U) M. MEARS stated it was hard to hear the speech because everybody was 
yelling so much. Eventually, somebody called a bomb threat into the 
lecture, and the lecture was discontinued. 


(U) After the lecture was discontinued, he was exiting the hall with C. 
FEARS, but found T. TINBRINK. As they were heading to an exit, a fight 
broke out. The Police were forming barricades as the crowd was spitting on 
T. TINBRINK and talking trash. T. TINBRINK jumped a police barricade and 
was detained. An unidentified black male ‘kneed’ M. MEARS. M. MEARS 
grabbed that person’s cell phone and threw it because the black male was 
shoving it into this face. The police detained M. MEARS and he was later 
let go. 


{U) After the police released M. MEARS, he spoke with a few student 
protesters, They all debated the issues currently consuming the day. 
(Writer’s note, M. MEARS stated they were Communists and supported 
Communism in the United States). M. MEARS had been given a script to 
follow by D. ALLMAN when speaking with Antifa people. This script was for 
the purpose of telling if somebody was part of Antifa. M. MEARS walked 
back to an apartment complex with a person from this party. M. MEARS didn’ 
t want to walk alone. Since M, MEARS was separated from the group, he 
called D, ALLMAN. D. ALLMAN stated the other 3 were together, but detained 
by the police and were in the process of getting released. D. ALLMAN 
picked M. MEARS up in a white van that included 5 other people. M. MEARS 
had no information on the occupants of the van. They drove in the van for 
about an hour and meet up with other people at a Japanese Steak House. 


(U} At the Japanese Steak House, W. FEARS, C. FEARS, and T. TINBRINK were 
speaking about the encounter at the bus stop to the people who were 
sitting next to them at the table. There were around 15-20 people eating. 
M. MEARS recounted the story of the events from listening to W. FEARS 
describing what took place at the bus stop. W. FEARS had told him that 
they were driving around when they saw some Antifa people at the bus stop. 
An Antifa person tried to smash the rear of their vehicle with a baton. W. 
FEARS then proceeded to ‘charge’ the person until he heard a gunshot. C. 
FEARS and T. TINBRINK then stated ‘we need to go’. M. MEARS overhead T. 
TINBRINK state he shot the gun. 


(U}) M. MEARS gave the opinion that C. FEARS’s Sig Sauer was used to fire 
the shot because his Glock 19 was supposedly in his bag and in the trunk. 
In addition, once he retrieved his Glock 19, he accounted for all the 
ammunition. M. MEARS also gave the opinion as to why the three even 
stopped at the bus stop citing W. FEARS short temper and W. FEARS’s 
inability to restrain himself. M. MEARS stated many people in their group 
seemed mad at the three for the events at the bus stop. 
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(U) After they ate, D. ALLMAN suggested M. MEARS travel back to Houston 
with W. FEARS, C. FEARS and T. TINBRINK. D. ALLMAN made the statement that 
everybody was pissed off over the events. Everybody else was going to stay 
the night. 


(U} After piling into W. FEARS’s Jeep, M. MEARS was asked to drive. After 
driving 10-15 minutes, the low fuel indicator light came on. M. MEARS 
pulled into a gas station to fill the Jeep up with gas. At this point, he 
opened the trunk to retrieve his Glock 19 and counted the brass. All brass 
and ammunition was accounted for. After 20-30 minutes of being on the road 
again, they were pulled over by a county sheriff's deputy and everyone in 
the vehicle was arrested. Each person was placed in a separate car and 
driven back to Gainesville. 


(U} Recalling the placement of his gun and C. FEARS’ gun, M. MEARS. stated 
after leaving Chick-Fil-A for the lecture, M. MEARS placed his gun in his 
bag and secured it in the truck of W. FEARS’s Jeep. M. MEARS recalls C. 
FEARS left his gun in T. TENBRINK’s bag, which was also. secured in the 
trunk, or M. MEARS’s bag. At some point when the incident had occurred, a 
person would had to have retrieved C. FEARS’s gun from the truck because 
it was used in the incident. When the police arrested everyone, the police 
found C. FEARS’s gun in M. MEARS’s bag. Both guns were confiscated by the 
police. 


(U}) M. MEARS wasn’t sure why the police pulled and detained everyone. M. 
MEARS gave a statement to the police for the events he was part of, and 
the conversations he overhead at the Japanese Steak House from W. FEARS. 
After being detained and giving his statements, M. MEARS was released. He 
voluntary returned to the Gainesville Police Station and was placed in an 
interrogation room to wait. Eventually, he reguested his cell phone back 
to make arrangements for transportation. M. MEARS contacted D. ALLMAN and 
updated him on the current situation. 


(U) M. MEARS met D. ALLMAN and a person named ‘Z’ at a Circle K gas 
station. They arrived in ‘Z’'’s black BMW. After picking up M. MEARS, they 
drove to a ranch style house where Richard Spencer was staying with his 
security detail. There was a party going on there. M. MEARS proceeded to 
sleep in the BMW as D. ALLMAN served as a ‘look out’. M. MEARS stated he 
never inguired about the occupancy of the house, who was in the house, or 
who owned the house. M. MEARS provided had no knowledge on the location of 
the ranch style house. 


(U) M. MEARS woke up a few hours later. He, D. ALLMAN, ‘Z’ and 2 others 
drove back to Houston in the BMW. On the drive back, there was a 
discussion on the events in Gainesville. In M. MEARS opinion, the people 
in the car thought T. TINBRINK was a ‘hot head’ and they didn’t really 
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want him in the group. He was bad for the group. W. FEARS was too focused 
on social media attention, and C. FEARS just got caught up in bad things. 


(U) M. MEARS stated D. ALLMAN did not travel with a gun, neither did ‘2’. 


(U) D. ALLMAN works at Dunbar Security as a driver of an armor car. D. 
ALLMAN has worked at Top Gun. D. ALLMAN owns the following firearms: (1) 
CZ duty gun which is a 9mm hand gun; (1) AK47 Rifle that is Chinese made; 
(1)12 Gauge Shotgun for hunting; (1) Tactical 9 (known as the gun used in 
Columbine}. M. MEARS stated D. ALLMAN doesn’t sell or keep any guns for 
anyone. 


(U) M. MEARS stated that D. ALLMAN likes to mention that his great, great 
grandfather was in the German SS. Although M. MEARS and D. ALLMAN don’t 

discuss ideology in great detail, all the Nazi ideology doesn’t both him. 
D. ALLMAN has a girlfriend named Emily (LNU) that lives in Spring, Texas. 


{(U) On November 8, 2017, D. ALLMAN is going to military court for what is 
basically an accusation of social media misconduct. D. ALLMAN posted one 
picture of himself in a Nazi hat and somebody took offense. M. MEARS gave 
the opinion that somebody was trying to get revenge on D. ALLMAN for some 
harassment charges filed by D. ALLMAN. In M. MEARS opinion, somebody is 
trying to bolster their military career over these charges on D. ALLMAN, 
In M. MEARS opinion, D. ALLMAN is a great guy and a good Marine and is 
being retaliated against. M. MEARS gave the opinion that D. ALLMAN should 
be able to serve in the military regardless of any White Supremacist 
Ideology as long as he is not wearing his military uniform. M. MEARS 
agreed the same thought process should apply to him. 


(U}) On occasion, M. MEARS has gone out with D. ALLMAN and his friends to 
bars. He doesn’t typically go because he doesn’t have any interest in 
‘these type of people’. M. MEARS couldn’t recall many names of people he 
had met at these meets, but recalled meeting W. FEARS, ‘Z’ and a guy named 
CROSS. CROSS was a former U.S. Army soldier, he was quiet and didn’t carry 
a gun. CROSS works at some kind of machinist shop but had no additional 
information. 


(U)} M. MEARS owns the following firearms: (3) AK 47's, one he made; (1) 
Arsenal 106 CR; (1) Russian made Viper; (1) Glock 19; (1) AR15 Short 
Barrel Rifle, 


(U) M. MEARS stated he has never sold a firearm to a convicted felon. M, 
MEARS stated he doesn’t hold any guns for anyone. M. MEARS stated he has 
never sold a gun to a convicted felon. 
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(U) M. MEARS stated he won his current vehicle in a lottery style event 
from Iron Planet Auction. There was an issue with the title, so he doesn’t 
have any plates, or temporary plates for the vehicle. He has always wanted 
a Military Hummer type vehicle, and that is why he purchased it. 


(U) M. MEARS has heard of the Alt-Right before, but not Vanguard. M. MEARS 
Stated white people shouldn’t feel guilty just because they are white. 


(U)} M. MEARS stated he was not aware of any illegal activity that the Alt- 
Right or D. ALLMAN is involved in. M. MEARS does not participate in the 
Alt-Right. M. MEARS stated he wouldn’t hesitate to report illegal activity. 


(U) On Twitter and Facebook, M. MEARS goes by the name Maverick Mears. He 
doesn’t participate in Alt-Right Facebook group chats. D. ALLMAN goes by 
the name 'Kyle Sheckleberg' on social media. 


(U) M. MEARS stated he has not looked into Richard Spencer’s ideology 
because he has better things to do, like play video games and learn Polish. 


(U} M. MEARS stated he has a former Marine friend named Blaine Wells who 
he might move in with at some point. 


(U) M. MEARS stated he doesn’t think there is a problem with Nazi groups 
in or around the city of Houston. 


(U) M. MEARS stated he has notified his Command of this incident that 
occurred in Gainesville, Florida, and his Command is not concerned 
regarding his association to the incident. Currently, his immediate 
Supervisor is James Bellar in the Reserve. A person named Chief Fleming is 


in charge of the 12377, but there is an upcoming change in Command and 


Chief Fleming is departing. 


(U} M. MEARS stated he has answered all questions to the best of his 
ability. M. MEARS also stated the human mind can be easily corrupted, but 
has given truthful anSwers as he can recall today. 


(U) M. MEARS is available for re-contact if needed, and agreed to keep 
this interview between interviewing Agents and himself. 
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(U) On February 21, 2018, MAVERICK MATT MEARS, DOB 10/25/1994, 17223 
Hamilwood Drive, Houston, Texas, cellular phone number 731-426-2147, was 
interviewed at 10949 Aerospace Avenue, Houston, Texas which is located on 
Ellington Field Joint Reserve Base by SA/FBI John Bray, SA/CGIS David 
Pileggi, and SA/NCIS Gifford Parker. After being advised as to the nature 
of the interview, identity of the interviewing agents and being advised 
that this interview was voluntarily, M. MEARS agreed to answer the 
investigators questions and stated the following: 


(U) M, MEARS recently called the Evidence section of Gainesville Police 
Department in an attempt to retrieve his Glock 19 that was confiscated the 
night of October 19, 2017. Gainesville Police Department stated they would 
keep possession of the Glock 19 until the trial/court is completed. 


(U) WILLIAM FEARS is no longer in Florida, but is back in Texas. He has 
been back since the end of December or beginning of January. M. MEARS 
stated he currently believes COLTON FEARS is in Texas, but has not had any 
contact with him. TYLER TENBRINK is currently in Florida awaiting trial. 
M. MEARS talked to W. FEARS in January. He was out with DUSTIN ALLMAN at a 
bar called Bar Bella {sp). W. FEARS met them there. W. FEARS spoke some 
regarding the topic of the Gainesville incident making comments like 
“Florida threatened to hold me if I didn't give a statement, or refile 


ai 


charges to extend my prison time,” and “Florida threatened to charge me if 


T didn't do an interview”. 


(U) W. FEARS, D. ALLMAN and M. MEARS recently went to the beach in 
Galveston, Texas about 2-3 weeks ago. M. MEARS stated they didn’t go for 
Mardi Gras, nor did he know if Mardi Gras was in progress, but did notice 
streets that were blocked off. They were actually going to an Extreme Off- 
Road Park in Humble, but decided to turn around. They didn't talk much 
about the incident, nor did W. FEARS talk about C. FEARS. M. MEARS stated 
W. FEARS has a new girlfriend that is half Hispanic. 


{(U) M. MEARS recalled the night of the incident on October 19, 2017 in 
Gainesville, Florida. After the Richard Spencer lecture there were crowds 
of protesters outside who were swarming them as they exited the lecture. 
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T. TENBRINK jumped a barricade to escape the protesters, and was led away 
in handcuffs by the police. After he was assaulted by a black man, M. 
MEARS was led away by police officers with his hands behind his back. 


(U} M. MEARS was separated from the other three. M. MEARS tried to contact 
them on their private Facebook group called “Hurricane Spencer or Florida 
Goys.” M. MEARS couldn't recall the exact name of the group. After being 
released by the police officers, M. MEARS chatted up an opposing group of 
protesters. After they talked calmly, and debated opposing views, M. MEARS 
arranged for a ride from D. ALLMAN. D. ALLMAN picked him up in a white 
Cargo van. There were about 6-8 other people in the van. M. MEARS stated 
he did not know any of the other people in the van, to include their names. 


(U} When D. ALLMAN arrived in the van, M. MEARS climbed into the van and 
sat behind D. ALLMAN, who was sitting in the front passenger seat. D. 
ALLMAN was wearing PT cloths, and was not wearing the tan khakis or white 
shirt. On the way to the Japanese restaurant, D. ALLMAN informed M. MEARS 
that C. FEARS, W. FEARS, and T. TENBRINK were detained by the police. M. 
MEARS stated the consensus in the van was that those three were giving the 
‘group' a bad image. When the interviewer asked follow up guestions on 
what was meant by 'the group’ or who was in the group, M. MEARS stated he 
was referring to Richard Spencer followers. M. MEARS stated there was no 
conversation in the van related to the incident at the bus stop, nor was 
there any conversation in the van related to the topic of the three 
portraying a bad image. -M. MEARS could not provide an answer as to why he 
stated ‘the consensus in the van arrived at an opinion’ if the topic was 
never discussed. 


(U} At around 6:00PM, they arrived at the Japanese restaurant. There were 
around 10-20 people in the restaurant sitting at a number of tables that 
were clustered together. M. MEARS stated he did not know a single person. 
Although this Japanese restaurant was a nice restaurant, it was not odd 
for D. ALLMAN to still be wearing his PT cloths. W. FEARS, C. FEARS and 
T. TENBRINK met them at the restaurant. W. FEARS was talking to people 
about the incident. M. MEARS stated he overheard W. FEARS state, “he 
started the stuff at the bus stop, and then some people at the bus stop 
charged him and tried to tackle him." M. MEARS stated W. FEARS told 
people he heard a loud bang, people were yelling, and the three hurried to 
the car and left. After further questions on a description of this ‘loud 
bang,' M .MEARS stated W. FEARS described it only as a loud bang, and not 
a gun shot. M. MEARS stated he didn't hear, W. FEARS, C. FEARS, T. 
TENBRINK mention a gun being fired at the bus stop while at the 
restaurant. M. MEARS stated T. TENBRINK was quiet at the restaurant and he 
wasn't sure where C. FEARS went. T. TENBRINK didn't have enough money for 
dinner, so M. MEARS gave him some money. After dinner, M. MEARS inquired 
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with D. ALLMAN about the plans for the rest of the night. D. ALLMAN stated 
M. MEARS better leave with the people he came with. M. MEARS wanted to 
stay the night and enjoy the city, but nobody had money for the hotel, and 
everybody wanted to get back to Texas. They quickly paid for dinner and 
hurried along to say their good-byes. After inquiring with M. MEARS as to 
names of people at the dinner, M. MEARS again stated he did not know any 
names of people at the restaurant. Even though he said his good-by to 
people there. M. MEARS stated he never introduced himself by name to 
anyone, nor did he ask for anybody's name while introductions were given. 


(U) After leaving the restaurant, M. MEARS was asked to drive, After 
driving for a short time, the low gas-indicator light came on so they 
stopped for gas near a Luby's restaurant. M. MEARS stated they made no 
stops between leaving the Japanese restaurant and arriving at the gas 
station. At the gas station, M. MEARS retrieved his gun from the back of 
the Jeep and re-armed himself. He strapped the gun on his left side, 
closer to his front. M. MEARS stated there was no conversation regarding 
the incident at the bus stop during this part of the drive. 


{U} M. MEARS stated no stops were made from the time they left the gas 
Station until the time the police pulled them over. M. MEARS stated there 
was no conversation regarding the incident at the bus stop during this 
part of the drive. After 10-15 minutes of leaving the gas station, M. 
MEARS saw the police car blue lights in the rear view mirror. M. MEARS 
stated he had no clue why they were being pulled over. The police pulled 
the Jeep over. The sole conversation while they were pulling over focused 
on calming down W. FEARS. W. FEARS stated he did not want to go back to 
jail for his aggravated assault charge on his ex-girlfriend. W. FEARS was 
worried the police would find the police report in Texas that indicated 
this assault and mentioned a warrant was out for his arrest. Later in the 
interview, M. MEARS stated W. FEARS wanted to get into a shoot-out with 
the officers while they were getting pulled over. 


(U) As the officers were giving orders, M. MEARS again stated he had no 
idea why the police had pulled them over and had their guns drawn on them. 
The police officers had M. MEARS lift up his shirt and that is when they 
saw his Glock 19. After arriving at the Gainesville Police Department, and 
while in the interview, M. MEARS first learned of the gun shot that was 
fired at the bus stop. 


(U) M., MEARS stated he sold C. FEARS the Sig Sauer that was used in the 
incident while employed at Top Gun. M. MEARS stated his last day of 
employment at Top Gun was sometime in August 2017. 


(U) After further questioning by all interviewees, M. MEARS admitted that 
he was not truthful. He amended his statement by saying that after leaving 
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the Japanese Restaurant, and before arriving at the gas station, he was 
driving the Jeep and was being giving directions by W. FEARS via the GPS 
on his phone to a wooded area. M. MEARS was unsure why he was receiving 
GPS coordinates to a wooded area, asked no questions, and was provided no 
information on the stop. After arriving at the woods, W. FEARS, C. FEARS 
and T. TENBRINK had to take a 'piss.' W. FEARS was in the front passenger 
seat, and C. FEARS and T. TENBRINK were in the back. M. MEARS stated he 
did not see anybody retrieve any bags from the woods. M. MEARS stated he 
assumed his gun was in the back of the jeep, but was unsure of where it 
was actually at. 


{U} During the interview with Gainesville Police Department, M. MEARS 
requested to be given his phone back. Interviewing agents asked M. MEARS 
how many times he spoke with D. ALLMAN while inside the interview room at 
the Gainesville Police Department, and M. MEARS stated once to his 
recollection. Upon further questioning, M. MEARS stated that during the 
first call, he called D. ALLMAN and ‘woke him up,' and then he made a 
second call, where D. ALLMAN arranged a ride for him. M. MEARS said he 
took an Uber to a Circle-K and D. ALLMAN and another friend picked him up. 
After getting picked up, M. MEARS, D. ALLMAN and the friend drove to a 
private residence. Back at the private residence, a party was taking place 
so M. MEARS and D. ALLMAN slept in the vehicle. 


(U) M. MEARS again stated he had no knowledge that W. FEARS, C. FEARS or 
T. TENBRINK spoke about a gun shot fired at the bus stop. 


{U} M. MEARS stated RICHARD SPENCER was not at the Japanese Restaurant, 
nor did he know anybody else by name who was at the restaurant beside W. 
FEARS, C. FEARS, T. TENBRINK and OD. ALLMAN. 


(U) M. MEARS was shown his Military Suspect's Acknowledgment and Waiver of 
Rights form dated November il, 2017. This documented M. MEARS notification 
to his command of the events on October 19, 2017 in Gainesville, Florida. 
M. MEARS advised all contents in that form were correct and honest. In the 
decument, M. MEARS was asked about his statement regarding his intent to 
travel to Orlando, Florida to make additional statements to the 
Gainesville Police Department and Attorneys at their request. After 
confirming the truthfulness of the statement, and being advised by 
investigators that Gainesville Police Department and the State Attorney 
was contacted to verify their request to speak with him, M. MEARS stated 
it was T. TENBRINK's defense attorney who had contacted him to fly to 
Florida to be a character witness. When asked when he first knew it was T. 
TENBRINK'’s attorney who contacted him, M, MEARS stated it was after 
arriving in Gainesville, Florida. 
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(U} M. MEARS stated he flew to Orlando, Florida using his own money and 
took public transportation to Gainesville, Florida, possibly on Greyhound 
or a Mega Bus. M. MEARS then took an Uber to his hotel. M. MEARS could 
not provide the name of his hotel, but later said it had the word 
“Gainesville” in it. After checking into the hotel, M. MEARS stated he 
went to the Gainesville Police Department for the interview, and was 
turned away because they had not requested his presence. That is when he 
first realized he spoke to T. TENBRINK's attorney on the phone. M. MEARS 
then returned to the hotel, ate at a Cuban restaurant, shopped at car 
dealerships, and went home after a few days without ever having talked to 
an attorney. Upon further questioning, M. MEARS could not remember the 
person he spoke with at the Gainesville Police Department when he arrived, 
nor the rank or gender of the person. Additionally, M. MEARS stated he 
could not contact T. TENBRINK's attorney because he didn't have a contact 
number for him. © M. MEARS could not provide an explanation as to why he 
didn't use his cellular phone to access his recent call list to contact T. 
TENBRINK's attorney. M. MEARS also could not provide an answer as to why 
he would be called as a character witness if he had just meet T. TENBRINK 
for the first time at the start of their trip to Gainesville, Florida. 


(U) Investigators asked M. MEARS as to why he told investigators that he 
had notified his command during his first interview on October 31, 2017, 
but the above mentioned document, which served as an official notification 
to this command, was dated November 11, 2017. M. MEARS than clarified 
himself stating his notification to his Command was made verbally prior to 
October 31, 2017. M. MEARS stated he verbally notified HM2 Deforest, HM2 
Jennings, HM2 Robinson, and HM2 Derby. 


(U)} M. MEARS stated he was laid off from this employment of Lohan's 
Gunsmith in mid-January and was not presently working. M. MEARS stated he 
is still living with D. ALLMAN and does not currently have any 

‘options.' M. MEARS also stated he was trying to go Active Duty in the 
Navy and the position he desired required a top secret clearance. M. MEARS 
also advised he may move to Michigan. M. MEARS knows a person in Dallas, 
Texas named 'Pastor' (NFI) with whom he can live with. M. MEARS advised he 
could move to South Korea with his mom, but didn't want to do that. M. 
MEARS stated his wife is currently on active duty in San Diego but she was 
thinking about moving back to Alaska. She is currently on terminal leave 
from the Navy and searching for a new job. She is concerned about the Navy 
and Marine investigations currently pending against him. 


(U) M. MEARS again stated that R. SPENCER was not at the Japanese 
Restaurant. 
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(U} Investigators asked M. MEARS additional questions regarding his 
conversations with D. ALLMAN while in the interview room at Gainesville 
Police Department. M. MEARS advised he initially contacted D. ALLMAN via a 
Snap Chat App, and then called him via cellular phone. When questioned 
about the first call and questioned on the identity of the female D. 
ALLMAN handed the phone to, M. MEARS advised the phone was never handed 
off to a female. After investigators offered to play the CD of the 
interview, M. MEARS confirmed D, ALLMAN handed the phone to a female. M,. 
MEARS stated he could not identify the name of the female, nor remember 
the topic of conversation. Additionally, M. MEARS could not offer an 
explanation as to why he did not inquire as to her identity, nor the 
purpose of D. ALLMAN passing the phone to her. Additionally, investigators 
asked M. MEARS as to the nature and tone of D. ALLMAN'S comments in the 
second phone call when D. ALLMAN stated something to the effect “You 
better not tell them anything.” M. MEARS provided no information as to the 
nature and tone of the statement. 


{U) Again, M. MEARS was asked if R. Spencer was at the Japanese 
Restaurant, and M. MEARS stated he did not observe him at the restaurant, 


(U) M. MEARS stated he never told Gainesville Police Department that he 
was curious about Richard Spencer and that was a reason for him going to 
listen to the Richard Spencer lecture. 


(U) M. MEARS was asked why he never told investigators during his first 
interview with the FBI on October 31, 2017 about his travel to New Orleans 
for a confederate statue removal. M. MEARS stated he wasn't thinking, and 
should have told investigators. M. MEARS advised he was not armed at that 
protest. 


(U) M. MEARS was advised that this interview was voluntary, but lying and 
untruthfulness was not acceptable. M. MEARS stated there was nothing wrong 
with his statements, and he was not intentionally lying. M. MEARS was 
advised by investigators that they did not think he was being completely 
honest. M. MEARS voluntarily continued the interview. 


{U)} M. MEARS advised on the night of the shooting, after he took an Uber 
ride to meet D. ALLMAN at a Circle-K store, that he was terrified D. 
ALLMAN might gun him down in the parking lot. M. MEARS stated he was 
unsure of the agenda of the people in the group, but would not provide an 
explanation, or details, of the 'group.' M. MEARS stated he had no 
assurances from people, and would not provide an explanation on that 
statement. M. MEARS stated D. ALLMAN told him that people connected to 
this group are connected to the FBI and would check M. MEARS statement. M. 
MEARS again provided no explanation, or details, on the 'group.' M. MEARS 
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stated he was terrified, or paranoid, and referred to these people as 
being on-line or in chat groups. M. M2ARS stated he was unsure of the 
intentions of the investigators, and felt like his only option was to 


‘commit suicide, ' M. MEARS stated he had a fear on how these events 
would get ‘linked' up and that he would be used as bait, or to take the 
fall. 


{(U} Investigators stated to M. MEARS that being truthful was expected and 
investigators were looking for the truth regarding the incident in 
Gainesville, Florida. Investigators reminded him that this interview was 
voluntarily. M. MEARS agreed to continue the interview. 


(U) M. MEARS was asked about the tone and meaning of D. ALLMANS comment 
when he telephoned D. ALLMAN for the second time in the Gainesville Police 
Department interview, M. MEARS again stated he did not know what D. 
ALLMAN was talking about, and again provided no details on the tone and 
meaning when D. ALLMAN stated something to the effect “you better not tell 
them anything' on the second phone conversation, 


{U) M. MEARS was reminded of his response to investigators at the 
beginning of the interview when recounting the events at the Japanese 
Restaurant when W. FEARS was recounting his story at the bus stop. M. 
MEARS confirmed the accuracy of that statement. SA John Bray then read a 
paragraph from the first interview with M. MEARS on October 31, 2017, in 
which M. MEARS had told investigators that “W. FEARS had told him that 
they were driving around when they saw some Antifa people at the bus stop. 
An Antifa person tried to smash the rear of their vehicle with a baton. W. 
FEARS then proceeded to charge the person until he heard a gunshot. C. 
FEARS and T. TENBRINK then stated ‘we need to go.' M. MEARS overheard T. 
TENBRINK state he shot the gun.” 


{(U} SA John Bray then asked M. MEARS to comment on the conflicting 
stories. M. MEARS stated his first interview was accurate. M. MEARS then 
stated at the Japanese Restaurant, W. FEARS was talking about what had 
happened at the bus stop. M. MEARS recounted how W. FEARS stated he 
charged a guy and heard a gunshot. He, being W. FEARS, then got back into 
the car. M. MEARS then stated somebody at the restaurant asked Tyler “Did 
you really shoot” and T. TENBRINK nodded. M. MEARS stated he did not know 
the identification of the person who asked T. TENBRINK the question. 


(U}) SA John Bray reminded M. MEARS of his statement at the beginning of 
the interview in which M. MEARS stated he did not know any identities of 
persons at the restaurant. After asking again, M. MEARS provided the 
following names of people at the restaurant: “2”, Nick LNU, Tim LNU. M. 
MEARS stated he did not know if Richard Spencer was at the table because 
he did not know what he looked like. After Investigators provided M. MEARS 
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with multiple pictures of Richard Spencer found on an open source search 
of Google, M. MEARS stated he didn't see Richard Spencer at the table. M. 
MEARS stated he did not see Mike Enocn at the table. 


{U) Investigators reminded M. MEARS of his statements at the beginning of 
the interview in which he recounts the conversations while they were 
getting pulled over. M. MEARS again stated everybody in the car, including 
the people in the back seat, were trying to calm down W. FEARS. W. FEARS 
was paranoid. M. MEARS stated at no time did anybody encourage T. TENBRINK 
to change his cloths, nor was there a conversation on the topic. 


{U} Investigators reminded M. MEARS of his statements at the beginning of 
the interview regarding the stop in tne woods after leaving the Japanese 
Restaurant. After being asked again, M. MEARS then stated that the three 
others had "threw their bags out and wanted’to get them back." M. MEARS 
provided the explanation that one of them had mentioned they had to leave 
in a hurry, threw out their bags, and stated 'they must be around here 
somewhere.‘ M. MEARS stated he did not know if the guns were in the 
backpack({s). M. MEARS also stated he did not know where his gun was at 
during this point of the trip. M. MEARS stated they smoked pot during the 
ride to Florida, and he thought that was why they had hid their backpacks. 


(U} M. MEARS then provided the name of the female that D. ALLMAN had 
handed the phone to during the first cali to D. ALLMAN during the 
Gainesville Police Department interview. M. MEARS stated her name was 
Brittany, and stated he did not know her last name. She was the wife of 
somebody and had long dirty blond hair. 


(U) M. MEARS was asked who W. FEARS called immediately after the shooting 
at the bus stop. M. MEARS stated he did not know. 


(U) M. MEARS was asked if the guns were planned to be used for anything 
particular once they arrived in Florida or while driving from Houston to 
Gainesville. M, MEARS then stated that there was no talk about using the 
guns for any particular event. 


(U) M. MEARS stated W. FEARS had purchased fireworks on the drive. W. 
FEARS then stated "“Antifa will iove this.” M. MEARS stated there was no 
conversation as to what was meant by that comment in the group, nor did M. 
MEARS know what was meant. M. MEARS stated he assumed W. FEARS would light 
them off somewhere. 


(U) M. MEARS stated he is currently applying for a job with G45 as a Sales 
Manager (NFI). He has also applied at Brinks (with the referral from D. 
ALLMAN), and a Veteran Ops Group (NFI). 
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(U) M. MEARS stated he owns a regular short barrel rifle in 7.62 mm, a 


7.62 mm on an AR platform, an AK-47 with 5.56 caliber, a Belgian AK in a 
5.56 caliber, and a Beretta M9A3 pistol. 


(U) D. ALLMAN owns a Chinese SKS, Chinese AK47, 12 gauge shot gun, Glock 
19 and C4Za7/5. 
(U) M, MEARS was asked one last time if anybody had discussed T. TENBRINK 


changing his cloths while they were getting pulled over. M. MEARS stated 
no. 


(U} At the conclusion of the interview, NCIS/SA Gifford Parker asked D. 
ALLMAN if he was suicidal, in which M. MEARS stated he was not. NCIS/SA 
Gifford Parker then offered counseling services to M. MEARS in which he 
accepted. 


(U) M. MEARS provided no further pertinent information. 
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{U) Tyler Eugene TENBRINK, date of birth {(DOB) 12/19/1988, home address 
2715 Country Place Dr., Richmond, Texas 774060, was interviewed at the 
Levy County Jail, located at 9150 NE 80th Ave., Bronson, Florida 32621 on 
03/01/2018. TENBRINK was interviewed by SA John Bray and TFO David B. 
Pileggi. Also present during the interview was AUSA Steve Mellin, U.S. 
Attorney's Office, Southern District of Texas, and Canaan Goldman, 
Assistant Public Defender, Public Defender’s Office, Gainesville, Florida. 
After being advised of the identity of the interviewing agents, and the 
nature of the interview, TENBRINK voluntarily provided the following 
information: 


(U}) TENBRINK stated they arrived in Gainesville, Florida after driving 
from Houston and parked in the parking lot of a TJ Max store on Archer 
Road. 


{U) TENBRINK stated they also went to a Chick-fil-a restaurant to eat. 
While at the Chick-fil-a, he and William FEARS went into the T.J. Max 
store to change clothes. The other two, Colton FEARS and Maverick MEARS 
changed their clothes in the parking lot. 


(U}) They parked their vehicle at the Chick-fil-a restaurant because they 
knew there were cameras on the store. They were nervous and paranoid that 
the ANTIFA protestors would see where they parked or find their vehicle 
and vandalize it. 


(U} After they changed clothes they all proceeded to the lecture site 
which was at the Performing Arts Center. 


(U} TENBRINK stated the area was swarming with media. There were cameras 
everywhere. Microphones and cameras were constantly being shoved in his 
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face, so he stated he was trying to ke very careful with his words. 
Initially, he didn’t want to do an interview, but eventually did speak 
with the media. 


(U) TENBRINK stated JOFFRE CROSS III (aka Trey) and DUSTIN ALLMAN were 
handing out tickets to get into the lecture. 


(U) TENBRINK stated that after the lecture they walked into a mess. 
TENBRINK approached a police officer and asked if they had a stand down 
order. The police officer told him there was no stand down order. 


(U} TENBRINK stated he was constantly harassed, kicked and spit on by 
ANTIFA leftists. At one point he almost punched someone who pushed him in 
the back, but he held off. TENBRINK stated the police were no help. 


(U} TENBRINK stated he was being kicked and punched so much that he had to 
Jump a police barrier to get away from the ANTIFA protestors who were 
harassing him, 


(U} TENBRINK stated that after he jumped the police barrier, he was 
restrained by police and escorted to the “QRF” area. Once at the ORF area, 
he was put in quick ties, and taken by golf cart to a parking garage. 


(U} TENBRINK stated that he saw that the police also had W. FEARS and C. 
FEARS in custody. 


(U) After being moved away from the area by the police, they were cut 
loose, and told to walk away. TENBRINK stated that they proceeded to walk 
down a back road but saw what he described as approximately 400 angry 
people. They walked for a distance and came to an outbuilding where there 
were multiple county deputy vehicles. They walked around a wooded area, 
and eventually made it to their vehicle. 


(U) TENBRINK stated they could not locate Maverick MEARS. TENBRINK stated 
he telephoned Thomas from Patriot Front, Dustin ALLMAN, and Trey CROSS 
looking for M. MEARS, but no one knew where he was. 
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{U} TENBRINK stated they got into the vehicle and drove on Archer Road 
looking for M. MEARS. While driving, they saw some ANTIFA protestors at a 
bus stop. 


(U) TENBRINK stated that W. FEARS said, “Let’s fuck with them.” They 
pulled up to the bus stop, and W. FEARS asked the protestors if they had 
seen a short Asian dude with glasses. He also asked if they had seen their 
friend Kyle, while giving the Nazi salute. TENBRINK stated the rear 
windows of the vehicle were all the way up, and he was in the back seat. 


{U) W. FEARS was in the front passenger seat and was wearing a white dress 
shirt. C. FEARS was driving the vehicle. 


{U) TENBRINK stated one of the protestors said, “Fuck you” while looking 
at W. FEARS. That same protestor pulled out a baton and hit the rear 
window of the vehicle. 


(U) TENBRINK stated that C. FEARS moved the vehicle up a short distance, 

but only stopped because W. FEARS opened the door and was jumping out. As 
W. FEARS was getting out of the vehicle, TENBRINK saw the protester with 

the baton squaring off with W. FEARS. 


(U) TENBRINK stated at that time he grabbed the pistol, jumped out of the 
vehicle and fired a single shot to the right of the person into a wall. 
TENBRINK stated at no time did he intend to hurt the person or anyone 
else. TENBRINK stated he intentionally fired the shot into the wall 
because he knew the wall would stop the bullet. 


{U) TENBRINK stated immediately after firing the shot, he yelled at W. 
FEARS to get into the car. W. FEARS jumped in the car but got out again. 
TENBRINK stated he kept yelling at W. FEARS to get into the car. Finally, 
W. FEARS got back into the vehicle and they departed the area. 


(U) TENBRINK stated the pistol he grabbed and used to fire the shot, was 
in MEARS’ backpack on the seat next to him. The backpack was already 
opened. TENBRINK said both handguns were in the backpack on the seat, C. 
FEARS’ handgun and M. MEARS’ handgun. TENBRINK could not explain why that 
particular backpack was next to him on the vehicle seat, and the other one 
was in the back area of the vehicle. 
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(J} TENBRINK stated after they left the area, they pulled up to a traffic 
light. While at the light, they saw a police car, so they made a right 
hand turn and got out of the area. 


(U} TENBRINK stated after they got clear of the area of the incident, W. 
FEARS called D. ALLMAN and said, “Someone needs to get Maverick. I think 
we just got into some shit.” TENBRINK said D. ALLMAN told Trey CROSS. 


({U) TENBRINK said they eventually ended up at a Japanese steakhouse 
restaurant. TENBRINK stated he told CROSS exactly what happened regarding 
the incident and that he fired the skot. 


(U} TENBRINK stated that when they were in the restaurant, and the news of 
what had happened began to spread, Brittany Cross, who was standing next 
to Trey CROSS, began freaking out. Ske said something to the effect of 
“someone could have been hurt.” 


(U} TENBRINK said that W. FEARS told some people at the restaurant what 
had occurred. C. FEARS was upset and asked W. FEARS why he told anyone. 
TENBRINK added that C. FEARS left the Japanese restaurant and went toa 
Subway sandwich shop that was close by to charge his cell phone. C. FEARS 
kept going back between the Subway and the Japanese restaurant. 


{U} TENBRINK stated that after a while, M. MEARS arrived at the restaurant 
with DB. ALLMAN. 


{UO} TENBRINK said he could hardly eat. All he wanted to do was get out of 
Florida. 


(U) TENBRINK stated that Richard SPENCER was not at the Japanese 
restaurant. He was supposed to be there, but wasn’t. 


(U} TENBRINK stated that Mike Enoch (SP) was also not present at the 
restaurant. 
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(U) TENBRINK stated that as people ate, there was no conversation. He sat 
with M. MEARS and barely ate. 


(U) TENBRINK stated that D. ALLMAN approached him about the incident. He 
didn’t know how D. ALLMAN knew, but he told D. ALLMAN that he fired the 
pistol. 


(U) TENBRINK stated when they left the restaurant they found U.S. 
Interstate 75. M. MEARS was driving the vehicle. As they drove, they saw a 
police vehicle on the other side of the highway. The police vehicle turned 
around, and they were stopped and arrested. 


(U) AGENT’s NOTE: At this point in the interview, TENBRINK was asked if he 
was certain that there were no other details of the incident he wanted to 
provide that occurred prior to the arrest, specifically referring to the 
backpacks that held the handguns. TENBRINK apologized and stated that 
there were additional detaiis that he forgot to mention. TENBRINK then 
continued as follows. 


{U}. TENBRINK stated before visiting the Japanese restaurant, he, C. FEARS 
and W. FEARS decided to leave the backpacks with the handguns in a wooded 
area. TENBRINK said they left the backpacks on a county road. W. FEARS and 
TENBRINK wanted to leave the backpacks and guns, but C. FEARS did not. 


(U} TENBRINK stated they drove around for 5 - 20 minutes looking for a 
piace to leave the guns and the backpacks. They drove down a county road. 
Initially, TENBRINK said they didn’t get out of the car but later stated 
he got out of the vehicle and put the backpack in the bushes. Before 
placing the backpack in the bushes, TENBRINK stated he emptied the chamber 
on the handgun. C. FEARS and W. FEARS marked the spot on their GPS device 
on their cellular phones. C. FEARS didn’t want to get rid of the guns. W. 
FEARS did. TENBRINK stated C. FEARS seemed to be more attached to the gun 
than W. FEARS. W. FEARS said we can go back and get it. 


(U} TENBRINK stated that prior to departing for the interstate, they 
retrieved the backpacks from the wooded area. TENBRINK stated he did not 
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retrieve the guns from the bushes and was not sure of who did. W. FEARS 
and C. FEARS got out of the vehicle. TENBRINK stated C. FEARS was leading 
them via the GPS position on his phone. 


(U) TENBRINK stated while at the Japanese restaurant, nobody told M, MEARS 
that his gun was dumped. 


(U) TENBRINK stated that prior to being arrested, M. MEARS put his gun on 
at some point. TENBRINK stated that he did not know that M. MEARS was 
armed until the time of the arrest. 


(U) TENBRINK stated the conversation in the vehicle at the time they were 
pulled over was trying to calm W. FEARS down. W. FEARS was nervous because 
he said he had a warrant in Texas, and didn’t want to go to jail. TENBRINK 
said that W. FEARS wanted to go out like ‘Jonn Dillinger style’. TENBRINK 
said he told W. FEARS that it would all be okay and for him to calm down. 


(U) TENBRINK stated (they), excluding M. MEARS, smoked a joint on the way 
to Gainesville, Florida, but was not on any drugs at the time of the 
incident or arrest. 


(U}) TENBRINK recalled that he changed his clothes after the incident at 
the bus stop. He took off his tennis shoes and put on some boots. W. FEARS 
also changed and he believed W. FEARS put on a blue polo shirt. 

TENBRINK stated that after they were stopped by the police, he and C. 
FEARS were piaced in the back of a police car together. C. FEARS 
encouraged T. TENBRINK to “plead the 5th.” TENBRINK told C. FEARS not to 
worry, that he was going to teli them that he did it. 


(U} After they were arrested, they were taken to a highway welcome center 
where it seemed that they remained for about 3 hours. It was during this 
time that they were pulled out of the car one at a time for a lineup. 


(U0) TENBRINK stated that a Gainesville police officer asked him if M. 
MEARS was at the scene of the shooting incident. TENBRINK said he told the 
officer that M. MEARS was not. 
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(U) TENBRINK said after the iineup, he was placed in another police 
vehicle with a Gainesville police detective. TENBRINK said he initiaily 
played stupid. TENBRINK stated the detective asked him if it was self- 
defense because the detective already knew about the baton and encourage 
TENBRINK to let him know. TENBRINK stated that he told the detective that 
he was the one who fired the gun. 


(U) Prior to departing Houston for Gainesville, they met at C. FEARS’ 
apartment. C. FEARS had his handgun on a table in the apartment. C. FEARS 
took the gun with him on the trip. TENBRINK did not know why M. MEARS took 
his gun on the trip. 


(U) TENBRINK said the first time he saw M. MEARS was at the Anarchist Book 
Fair and the Punch a Nazi event that occurred in Houston in September 
2017. He recalled seeing M. MEARS at the BBO that took place after they 
protested the book fair. TENBRINK stated he did not see M,. MEARS again 
until the night they left for Gainesville while at C. FEARS apartment. 


(U) TENBRINK stated that there was no preplanning to commit any act of 
violence in Gainesville either with @ gun or with anything elise. TENBRINK 
added that if there was any planning to commit violence he was not in the 
know. 


(U) TENBRINK stated he was in fear of W. FEARS being hurt by the ANTIFA 
protestor who had the baton. TENBRINK said he only fired the handgun to 
make the protestor drop the baton. TENBRINK stated he knew what a baton 
could do to a person, and knew he could hurt W. FEARS with it. 


(U} TENBRINK stated he made a calculated evaluation of the wall behind the 
protestor with the baton and knew he could hit the wall with the bullet 
and not anyone else. 


(U) TENBRINK stated that it was only after he fired the shot that the 
protestor dropped the baton. 


(U} TENBRINK appeared remorseful during the course of the interview, and 
stated he wished the event had never occurred. 
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(U) TENBRINK stated C. FEARS was more reserved. C. FEARS had a half 


Hispanic girifriend. In his opinion, W. FEARS was more rambunctious. 


(U) TENBRINK opinioned that M. MEARS knew who Richard Spencer was and 
stated he was invited to the lecture by D. ALLMAN. 


(U} TENBRINK provided no further pertinent information. 


(U) TENBRINK provided verbal consent to search his phone. The passcode for 


his phone is 1009. 
(U} TENBRINK stated he was not trying to protect anybody. 


(U} TENBRINK was provided a Proffer letter, but at no point were any 
agreements made to pursue dropped charges with the State of Florida. 


(U} TENBRINK provided no further pertinent information.

On October 19, 2017 at approximately 8:22 PM, and while in the Williston area, FHP Air 31 (staffed by pilot Sgt. 
Anson Creech and TFO Sgt. Gary Schluter) was dispatched to the south west corner area of I-75 and SR-121 to 
assist with the search of the area for a silver Jeep Cherokee that had been involved in an earlier shooting. Shortly 
after arriving at approximately 8:28 PM, several patrol vehicles arrived in the area and staged near a convenience 
store. At approximately 8:32 PM, the patrol units, having received communications that the silver Jeep was being 
followed by an Alachua County Sherriff’s Office Deputy north bound on I-75, proceeded north on I-75 to assist with 
an apprehension. 

Air-31 proceeded north along I-75 to provide air cover and, at approximately 8:40 PM the silver Jeep was intercepted 
and a felony traffic stop was conducted on the right emergency shoulder of I-75 north of CR-236 near the 405 mile 
marker. The two outside lanes of I-75 were initially blocked by patrol vehicles after which all northbound lanes of 
I-75 were halted south of the felony stop. Air-31 provided air surveillance and infra-red incident recording of the 
felony stop as the driver exited the vehicle, walked backward to the waiting law enforcement officers and was taken 
into custody. Air-31 reported the presence of additional passengers in the suspect vehicle as a total of three more 
persons were taken into custody. At that point, Air-31 reported that no more heat sources were observed through 
the open doors of the vehicles. The vehicle was checked to confirm the absence of any further occupants by a K-9 
and five law enforcement officers. 

At 8:52 PM a single lane of northbound I-75 was reopened and, at 8:55 PM the center lane of northbound I-75 was 
reopened. The right lane of northbound I-75 remained closed as Air-31 departed the area.

On 10/19/2017 at 2038 hrs I responded to the area of State RD 93 and the 399 mm North bound in 
reference to assisting The Alachua County Sheriff's Office conduct a high risk felony stop. As I 
entered onto the interstate I observed the sheriffs office patrol car pass traveling North with it's 


rear red and blue lights on to be visible to the other units attempting to catch up. ASO had 
positively identified the vehicle as the one that was involved in an earlier shooting in Gainesville. 


Once there were enough patrol cars to conduct a felony stop the lead deputy affected the traffic 
stop. The suspect vehicle came to a stop at the 405mm and officers blocked several lanes to conduct 
the stop. I exited my vehicle with K9 Thor and approached to the rear of one of the deputies vehicles 
in case anyone fled on foot. I had a view of the drivers side of the suspect's vehicle. The deputies 
called the occupants out of the vehicle one at a time and took them into custody. Once the vehicle was 
believed to be unoccupied a team was set up, who K9 Thor and I approached with to clear the vehicle. 
Once the vehicle was cleared the patrol cars were all removed from the roadway to allow traffic to 
pass. 


This concluded my involvement in this case. I placed Ofc. Bohannon's in-car 
in-car video into property as evidence.

On 10-19-17 while working in a uniform capacity, I was notified of a shots fired call that occurred shortly after the NPI 
event that was held at the University of Florida. The incident occurred in the immediate area of Radio Shack, which is 
on the SE corner of SW Archer Rd/SW 34th St. I was working in the capacity of SWAT during the incident and unable 
to respond. 


Patrol worked the initial call along with Det. DeCastro and FCU Inv. Foong. At the conclusion of the NPI event and 
release of officers, myself, Det. Pandak, Det. Mullins and Det. Castor responded to the GPD station; as there were 
witnesses/victims from the shooting there and waiting to be interviewed. Upon my arrival at the station, Det. DeCastro 
was already on scene and beginning to gather information. Det. Davies was working in an intelligence capacity and at 
a command post during the incident and afterwards. He and others, began working information in reference to the 
vehicle description and tag number (silver Jeep Liberty, TX tag#MM) that was giving by one of the witnesses 
just after the incident occurred. 


Det. Mullins, DeCastro, Pandak and Castor began interviewing the witnesses and victims. While these interviews were 
being conducted, I was receiving information from Det. Davies that one of the involved individuals in the Jeep may be 
a William Fears. Det. Davies also had put out a BOLO in reference to the vehicle being involved in a Felony incident;

CRIME SCENE INVESTIGATION: On 10/19/17 at 1805 hours I responded to the RTS bus stop near 3315 SW Archer 
Rd (Radio Shack) in reference to an attempted homicide investigation. I made contact with Det. DeCastro who advised 
two groups of people were having a confrontation; one group was in a vehicle and the other was on the sidewalk. One 
victim, a member of the group on the sidewalk, allegedly struck the vehicle with an expandable baton. One member of 
the group in the vehicle allegedly exited the vehicle and fired a single round at the victims (the group on the sidewalk). 
I conducted my investigation and cleared the scene at 1903 hours. 


After returning to the GPD FCL I was contacted by Lt. Fanelli and advised the expandable baton used in the incident 
was located in a trash can at 528 NW 8th Ave (Sunoco Gas Station). I arrived on scene at about 2100 hours, 
photographed and collected the expandable baton, and cleared the scene at about 2108 hours. 


PARTICULARS OF CRIME SCENE: The incident took place on the south side of SW Archer Rd at the RTS bus stop 
located near the Radio Shack (3315 SW Archer Rd). SW Archer Rd runs southwest to northeast. The bus stop is 
located on the southeast side of SW Archer Rd on the north side of the parking lot for the Radio Shack and consists of 
a single bench and bus stop sign. A sidewalk runs parallel to SW Archer Rd. The Radio Shack building is located 
southwest of the bus stop; the front faces northwest. The building is rectangular with a reverse "L"-shaped section cut 
out of the front, forming a short northeast facing wall and a longer northwest facing wall. 


A 9mm fired cartridge casing (6111-1) was located in the outside westbound lane of SW Archer Rd, northeast of the 
bus stop. 


Two bullet impact marks (A and A1) were located on the Radio Shack building. Bullet impact "A" was on the 
northwest face of the building and Bullet impact "A1" was on the northeast face. The building facade appeared to be 
made of brick.

October 19th 2017 

At 1730hrs, I responded as the evening shift detective to assist with a shooting investigation. The incident occurred 
near a bus stop located at 3315 SW Archer Road. It was determined that this incident was related to the Richard 
Spencer speaking event which occurred nearby on the University of Florida campus. This event was similar to the 
event in Charlottesville, VA which sparked violence causing many to be injured and one death. This Gainesville, 
Florida event had a heavy presence of law enforcement due to the expected attendance of the "far right" (white 
supremacists, fascists, Nazi sympathizers) and "far left" (Antifa, Occupy movement, and similar anti-capitalist groups) 
which were responsible for the violence in many cities to include Charlottesville, VA. 


It was determined that a vehicle with three subjects pulled up to the victim standing on the sidewalk and the front seat 
passenger in that vehicle began yelling "Hail Hitler" and other disturbing chants at the victims standing near a bus stop. 
The victims were with a group of "far left" sympathizers which were carrying Anti-Nazi signs. An argument ensued 
and fea EERE used a baton to hit the rear window of the offending vehicle. EG EEG stated that the vehicle 
pulled away approximately 10 feet and then quickly stopped. A white male subject (later identified as Tyler Tenbrink) 
emerged from the rear of the vehicle and produced a handgun. At that same moment, the front seat passenger (later 
identified as William Fears) emerged yelling at both victims, "I'm going to fucking kill you". W. Fears was also yelling 
at Tenbrink, "kill them" and "shoot them"! Tenbrink fired a single shot at both victims (Gail & GE). The round 
traveled between the two victims missing them and striking the business (Radio Shack) directly behind them. Tenbrink 
and W. Fears jumped back in the vehicle and fled eastbound on SW Archer Road. 


ERM called the police and was able to provide the vehicle tag (TX/ ERE and description of the occupants to 
dispatch. Multiple calls were also coming in reporting the incident. Many law enforcement agencies were in town 
assisting GPD with the Richard Spencer event and they all had a representative in a unified command center tracking 
the details of the shooting. Detectives and Crime Analysts in the command center were able to quickly identify the

vehicle's owner (Gena Martinez) and link it to her son (W. Fears) as the usual driver. W. Fears had many social media 
accounts and happened to be posting live video of him attending the current Richard Spencer event confirming W. 
Fears was indeed in Gainesville, Florida. Many of those videos showed W. Fears with individuals matfafffc the 
description given by the witnesses allowing the investigators to identify Colton Fears (brother of W. Fears) and 
Tenbrink as the subjects in the Texas vehicle. A BOLO (Be-On-Look-Out) bulletin was immediately distributed to 
area agencies. 


Ei. EERE and some of the witnesses involved in the shooting agreed to return to GPD CID so that a more 
thorough interview could be conducted; 


At approximately 1900hrs, I spoke with Elizabeth Sherrill in an audio/video recorded interview room. Sherrill 
explained she was walking with a group of her friends from the Spencer speaking event to a bus stop on SW Archer 
Road just east of SW 34th Street. Some of the friends in her group included Gy GG and GE ES. 

Sherrill then observed a vehicle on SW Archer Road come to a stop in front of them and the passenger was leaning out 
of the window yelling something. Sherrill could hear the white male passenger yelling "Hail Hitler!". At that point, 
EXE produced a baton and attempted to strike the rear of the vehicle. The vehicle pulled away briefly when the 
occupants heard the impact (which did not cause damage). Suddenly the vehicle stopped and two subjects emerged. 
Sherrill observed two white males; one was on the driver side while the other was on the passenger side. Sherrill could 
hear them yelling, "Shoot’em, Kill‘em" and they were also saying something about Florida being a stand your ground 
state. Sherrill remembered that ij and ERY were standing closest to the vehicle and it appeared the subject on 
the driver side had a gun. Sherrill ran behind a nearby wall and then heard a "pop". Sherrill was worried for Ga, 
because it appeared that the shooter was aiming directly at him. Sherrill looked back over the wall to see the subjects 
running back to the vehicle yelling, "Go dude go, fuck it, fuck them". The vehicle pulled away eastbound on SW 
Archer Road at a high rate of speed. That was when [fi called the police. 

Sherrill described the vehicle as an SUV, possibly a Jeep or 4runner, pale blue in color, with a roof rack. There was an 
air freshener on the rear view mirror. Sherrill described the passenger as a white male about 5°8", 150-170lbs, 
22-28yoa, slicked back short hair, flushed red "Irish" face, wearing shiny watches, a southern accent while they were 
saying "Shoot’em", white button-up shirt with the top button un-buttoned, no under shirt, khaki pants, and Oakley style 
glasses on his head. Sherrill then described the subject that emerged on the driver side of the vehicle as a white male 
wearing a blue buttoned up shirt with the top button missing, white under-shirt, a little heavier in weight than the 
passenger, darker blonder hair with the front flipped up (maybe using gel), Oakley style glasses on his face, his hands 
were together and holding the gun in a traditional shooting position (similar to a Weave stance which she demonstrated 
herself during the interview), and a southern accent. Please reference the copy of this interview for more details.

also stated they were at the bus stop on SW Archer Road with a group of friends after the Spencer speaking event. 
ERS observed a vehicle stop on the road in front of them and the passenger emerged saying something. Ef thought 
they were joking at first and then he heard him yell, "Hail Hitler!" while giving the one handed salute associated with 
the reference. [J remembered the vehicle pulled away after GEM struck it with his baton. But then it suddenly 
stopped in the roadway and two subjects emerged yelling "shoot them". [gj stated the passenger charged towards 
EXE while the subject on the driver side was standing with his arms together holding a black gun. [i heard one 
shot and then the driver yelling, "Let's go!". [fj was able to obtain the vehicle tag and then place a call to 911. 


ERS described the vehicle as a whitish/silver SUV with the subject on the passenger side as a white male, about 5°9", 
medium build, blonde short hair, white buttoned-up shirt with top button missing and khaki pants. [jj then described 
the subject on the driver side as a white male, taller and thinner than the passenger, and with sunglasses on his face. 
Please reference the copy of the interview for more details. 


During the interview of the victims and witnesses, it was discovered that an Alachua County Sheriff's Office (ACSO) 
deputy located the suspect vehicle traveling north on I-75 about 20 miles north of Gainesville, Florida. A traffic stop 
was conducted on the vehicle and four adult male occupants were inside. During the traffic stop, ACSO discovered a 
firearm in the vehicle. ACSO detained the four subjects and notified GPD of their findings. Please reference ACSO 

report number 17-9646 for more details on the stop. 


At approximately 2215hrs, GPD detectives transported Ei, EES, and other witnesses to the location of the ACSO 
traffic stop north of Gainesville, Florida. I personally transported [ff in my department vehicle to the scene where 
the ACSO deputies were holding the suspects. An individual show up was performed and [J identified Tenbrink as 
the shooter. [fa then also positively identified W. Fears as the suspect in the front passenger seat who was yelling 
obscenities at them back at the bus stop. 


It was determined that the fourth subject (Maverick Mears) in the vehicle stopped by ACSO was not in the vehicle at 
the time of the original shooting incident. Mears agreed to voluntarily return back to GPD CID for questioning. 
Tenbrink, C. Fears & W. Fears remained in custody and were transported back to GPD CID by ACSO for further 
questioning. 


Prior to the vehicle being towed back to GPD, an inventory of the vehicle was conducted. During that inventory the 
following items were located; two handguns, gloves with armored knuckles, multiple smoke grenades, and two-way 
radios. The guns were removed and safely secured while the remaining items were left inside the vehicle which was to 
be transported to secured storage at GPD. A search warrant will be obtained at a later date to perform a more thorough 
search the vehicle.

At 0339hrs during a Post Miranda interview, W. Fears indicated that they travelled from Texas to Florida just to attend 
this event and support Richard Spencer. W. Fears also explained that he communicates with other supporters via social 
media group texts and online forums. W. Fears said, "I’m a known person because of alt right politics". W. Fears 
alleged that everyone started to recognize him and at one point they came up to the car and surrounded it. One of the 
subjects pulled out an expandable baton and started hitting his vehicle. He then got out of the car to confront the 
subject. W. Fears said there were people surrounding the car. W. Fears stated he never heard a gunshot, but instead 
heard his brother (C. Fears) yelling at him to get back in the car. W. Fears explained he jumped back in and they began 
to argue as they drove away. Initially he was concerned if someone was hit, but did not call the authorities to report the 
incident. W. Fears claimed he did not see who had a gun. Later in the interview, W. Fears did admit to stopping on the 
roadway after doing a U-turn to purposefully confront some people on the sidewalk. Please reference the copy of the 
interview for more details. 


Then at 0403hrs we spoke with C. Fears who stated he was at the event and then walked back to the car. C. Fears was 
driving the vehicle as they drove around looking for Mears who they get separated from after the event. The next thing 
he remembers seeing is a girl on the sidewalk holding a "No Nazi's" sign and they stopped the car. A subject behind 
the car hits the back of the car, but C. Fears does not know specifically who. 


C. Fears recalled his brother and Tenbrink stepped out of the car when he then heard a gunshot. C. Fears 
spontaneously stated he was not sure how Tenbrink got the firearm. He began to explain that he and Mears had each 
brought a gun with them into Florida for the event. C. Fears was not sure which firearm was used. C. fears then drives 
them to a Taco Bell where they met up with Mears who caught a ride from other supporters of Richard Spencer. C. 
Fears remembered hearing Tenbrink say he purposefully did not aim at anyone and therefore did not think it was a big 
deal. C. Fears was not able to explain why they did not call the authorities. Please reference the copy of the interview 
for more details. 


October 23rd 2017 
A search warrant for the Texas vehicle in secured storage was submitted to the State Attorney's Office. 


October 24th 2017 
The search warrant for the vehicle was received signed by Judge Colaw. At 1630hrs, I read the search warrant to the 
vehicle with GPD Investigator Woodmansee present. The resulting search of the vehicle found the following items:
